The  third  charge  was  read  as  follows,  vizt :

Agreeably  to  the  minute  of  the  thirteenth  day  of  March  last,  the 
President  laid  before  the  Board  a  draft  of  an  address  from  Council 
to  the  President  General  of  the  United  States,  upon  his  arrival  in 
this  city,  which  was  read  and  agreed  to  as  follows,  vizt : 

Sir  : — The  President  and  Supreme  Executive  Council  of  Penn- 
sylvania cheerfully  embrace  this  interesting  occasion  to  congratu- 
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late  you  upon  tbe  establishment  of  the  Foederal  Constitution,  and  to 
felicitate  ourselves  and  our  country  upon  your  unanimous  appoint- 
ment to  the  Presidency  of  the  United  States. 

In  reflecting  upon  the  vicissitudes  of  the  late  war,  in  tracing  Us 
difficulties  and  in  contemplating  its  success,  we  are  uniformly  im- 
pressed with  the  extent  and  magnitude  of  the  services  which  you 
have  rendered  to  your  country,  and  by  that  impression  we  are  taught 
to  expect  that  the  exercise  of  the  same  virtues  and  abilities  which 
have  been  thus  happily  employed  in  obtaining  the  prize  of  Liberty 
and  Independence,  must  be  effectually  instrumental  in  securing  to 
your  fellow  citizens  and  their  posterity  the  permanent  blessings  of 
a  free  and  efficient  government.  And  although  the  history  of  the 
Revolution  will  furnish  the  best  evidence  of  the  invariable  attach- 
ment of  this  Commonwealth  to  the  interests  and  honor  of  the  Union, 
yet  we  cannot  resist  this  favorable  opportunity  of  personally  assur- 
ing you  that  in  every  measure  which  tends  to  advance  the  national 
character,  you  may  rely  on  the  zealous  co-operation  of  the  executive 
authority  of  Pennsylvania. 

In  discharging  the  duties  of  your  present  important  station  it 
must,  sir,  be  a  never-failing  source  ofconsolation  and  support,  that 
the  unbounded  love  and  confidence  of  the  people  will  produce  a  favor- 
able construction  of  all  your  actions,  and  will  contribute  to  the 
harmony  and  success  of  your  administration*  For  we  know  thafc 
eventually  your  happiness  must  depend  upon  the  happiness  of  your 
country,  and  we  believe  that  in  wishing  an  adequate  execution  of 
your  intentions  and  designs  we  comprehend  all  that  is  necessary  to 
both. 

Uniting  with  our  sister  States  in  the  admiration  of  those  motived 
which  at  this  interesting  sera  of  our  affairs  have  induced  you  again 
to  relinquish  the  enjoyment  of  domestic  peace,  for  a  conspicuous" 
and  laborious  participation  in  the  cares  and  toils  of  public  life,  we 
fervently  pray  for  the  preservation  of  your  health,  and  we  confident- 
ly hope  that  the  consummation  of  a  patriot's  wishes — the  glory  and 
felicity  of  your  country  will  crown  the  period  of  a  long  and  illus- 
trious existence,  and  prepare  you  for  an  everlasting  reward.

If  under  favor  of  the  Divine  Providence,  and  with  the  assistance 
of  my  fellow  citizens,  it  was  my  fortune  to  have  been  in  any  degree 
instrumental  in  vindicating  the  liberty  and  confirming  the  indepen- 
dance  of  my  country,  I  now  find  a  full  compensation  for  my  servi-

great  object  which  are  committed  to  my  charge. 

While  I  feel  my  sensibility  strongly  excited  by  the  expressions 
of  affection  and  promises  of  support,  which  I  every  where  meet 
with  from  my  countrymen,  I  entertain  a  consolatory  hope  that  the 
purity  of  my  intentions  and  the  perseverance  of  my  endeavours  to 
promote  the  happiness  of  my  country,  will  atone  for  any  of  the 
slighter  defects  which  may  be  discovered  in  my  administration. 
For  whatever  may  be  the  issue  of  our  public  measures,  or  how- 
ever I  may  err  in  opinion,  I  trust  it  will  be  believed  that  I  could 
not  have  been  actuated  by  any  interests  separate  from  those  of  my 
country. 

Suffer  me,  gentlemen,  to  conclude  by  assuring  you  that  I  am 
well  pleased  with  the  Justice  you  have  done  to  the  motives  from 
which  I  have  acted,  and  by  thanking  you  for  the  tender  concern 
you  have  been  pleased  to  manifest  for  my  personal  felicity.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas,  The  Constitution  of  the  United  States  provides  that 
the  members  of  the  several  State  Legislatures  and  all  Executive 
and  Judicial  officers,  both  of  the  United.  States  and  of  the  several 
States,  Khali  be  bound  by  oath  or  affirmation  to  support  the  said 
Constitution : 
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And  Whereas,  I3y  an  act  of  the  said  United  States,  passed  on 
the  first  day  of  June  now  last  past,  it  is  provided  that  the  oath  or 
affirmation  required  by  the  sixth  article  of  the  said  Constitution 
shall  be  administred  in  the  form  following,  to  wit :  1,  A  B,  do  sol- 
emnly swear  or  affirm  (as  the  case  may  be)  that  I  will  support  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States: 

And  whereas,  It  is  in  and  by  the  said  act  also  directed  and  re- 
quired, "  that  the  members  of  the  several  State  Legislatures,  at  the 
next  sessions  of  the  said  Legislatures,  respectively,  and  ail  Execu- 
tive and  Judicial  officers  of  the  several  States  who  have  been  here- 
tofore chosen  or  appointed,  or  who  shall  be  chosen  or  appointed  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  August  next,  and  who  shall  then  be  in  office, 
shall,  within  one  month  thereafter,  take  the  same  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, except  where  they  shall  have  taken  it  before,  which  may  be 
administered  by  any  person  authorized  by  the  law  of  the  State  in 
which  such  office  shall  be  holden  to  administer  oaths ;  and  the 
members  of  the  several  State  Legislatures  and  all  Executive  and 
Judicial  officers  of  the  several  States  who  shall  be  chosen  or  ap- 
pointed after  the  said  first  day  of  August,  shall,  before  they  pro- 
ceed to  execute"  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  take  the  fore- 
going oath  or  affirmation,  which  shall  be  administered  by  the  per- 
son or  persons  who,  by  the  law  of  the  State,  shall  be  authorized  to 
administer  the  oath  of  office;  and  the  person  or  persons  so  admin- 
istering the  oath  hereby  required  to  be  taken,  shall  cause  a  record 
or  certificate  thereof  to  be  made,  in  the  same  manner  as  by  the  law 
of  the  State  he  or  they  shall  be  directed  to  record  or  certify  the 
oath  of  office,  which  said  act  has  been  transmitted  to  Council,  in 
order  that  the  same  may  be  duly  made  known  and  promulgated 
within  this  Commonwealth: 

And  whereas,  For  the  convenience  of  those  whom  it  may  con- 
cern, and  that  they  may  have  knowledge  thereof,  Council  hath 
caused  copies  of  the  said  act  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Prothonotarys 
of  the  several  Court  of  Common  Pleas  within  this  State,  with  di- 
rections to  make  the  same  known  within  their  respective  counties. 
We  have  therefore  thought  proper  to  issue  this  proclamation,  in 
order  that  no  one  may  pretend  ignorance  of  the  premisses,  and  that 
all  persons  whom  it  may  concern  may  have  knowledge  thereof  and 
govern  themselves  conformably  to  the  said  Constitution  and  recited 
act.

First.  Whether  the  whole  or  any,  or  what  parts  of  the  acts  of 
the  State  for  raising  a  revenue  by  imposts  or  duties  on  goods, 
wares  and  merchandize,  imported  into  the  said  State,  are  repealed 
or  ceased  to  have  a  legal  operation  by  the  act  of  Congress  entiiuled 
an  act  for  laying  a  duty  on  goods,  wares  and  merchandize  imported 
iuto  the  United  States. 

Second.  Whether  the  merchants  or  persons  who  have  imported 
goods,  wares  and  merchandize  into  the  said  State,  and  duly  entered 
the  same  during  the  operation  of  the  State  impost  laws,  can  now 
be  allowed  the  drawback  or  return  of  the  duties  by  them  paid,  or 
secured  to  be  paid,  upon  their  exporting  the  same  out  of  the  said 
State,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  made  by  the  said  acts  of  Assem- 
bly. 

In  answer  to  the  first  question,  we  conceive  that  all  the  acts  and 
parts  of  acts  of  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  so  far  as 
they  authorize  or  require  imposts  or  duties  to  be  paid  to  the  use  of 
said  the  Commonwealth,  upon  goods,  wares  and  merchandizes  im- 
ported within  the  said  State,  have  ceased  to  have  any  legal  opera- 
tion or  binding  force. 

To  the  second  question,  as  the  authority  and  powers  of  the  Col- 
lector and  Naval  Officer  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  have  ceased 
with  respect  to  any  future  act  to  be  done  by  them,  as  such  it  ap- 
pears to  us,  that  no  drawback  or  return  of  the  duties  paid,  or 
secured  to  be  paid,  can  be  made  to  the  merchants  or  persons  who 
may  propose  to  export  the  goods,  &ca  ,  agreeably  to  the  provisions 
made  by  the  said  acts  of  Assembly  without  the  aid  of  the  Legisla- 
ture.

Aa  order  was  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  the  Hon- 
orable James  Read,  Esquire,  for  thirty-one  pounds  ten  shillings  in 
full,  for  his  attendance  in  Covncil  from  the  fourteenth  day  of  July 
until  the  twenty-fifth  of  August,  1789,  the  last  day  included. 

William  George  Wilson,  Esquire,  was  appointed  and  commis- 
eionated  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  and  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas, 
in  and  for  the  county  of  Fayette,  upon  a  return  made  according 
to  law  from  the  district  of  Springhill,  in  the  said  county.

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A  draft  of  a  message  to  the  General  Assembly  was  prepared  and 
laid  before  the  Board,  which  being  read,  was  agreed  to  as  follows, 
vizt : 

A   message  from   the  President  and  Supreme  Executive  Council 
to  the  General  Assembly. 

Gentlemen  : — We  herewith  transmit  letters  from  His  Excel- 
lency the  President  of  the  United  States,  of  the  eighth  of  June, 
ninth,  twenty-third  and  thirtieth  of  July,  and  of  the  fourth,  tenth 
and  eleventh  of  August,  1789,  with  their  enclosures,  vizt: 

1st.  An  Act  to  regulate  the  time  and  manner  of  administering 
certain  ,  passed  the  first  day  of  June. 

2nd.  An  Act  for  laying  a  duty  on  certain  goods,  wares  and  mer- 
chandizes imported  into  the  United  States,  passed  the  fourth  of 
July.    . 

3rd.  An  Act  imposing  duties  on  tonnage,  passed  the  twentieth 
of  July. 

4th.  An  Act  for  establishing  an  Executive  department,  to  be 
denominated  the  department  of  Foreign  A  fairs,  passed  the  twenty- 
seventh  of  July. 

5.  An  Act  to  regulate  the  collection  of  the  duties  imposed  by 
law  on  the  tonnage  of  ships  or  vessels,  and  on  goods,  wares  and 
merchandizes  imported  into  the  United  States,  passed  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  July. 

6.  An  Act  for  settling  the  accounts  between  the  United  States 
and  individual  States,  passed  the  fifth  of  August. 

7th.  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  government  of  the  Territory 
north-west  of  the  river  Ohio,  passed  the  seventh  of  August. 

8th.  An  Act  for  the  establishing  and  support  of  light  houses, 
beacons,  buoys  and  public  piers,  passed  the  seventh  of  August; 
and 

9th.  An  Act  to  establish  an  Executive  department,  to  be  de- 
nominated the  department  of  war,  passed   the  seventh  of  August. 

We  likewise  transmit  a  letter  from  His  Excellency  Governor 
Clinton,  of  the  fifth  of  May  last,  with  a  resolution  of  the  Senate 
and  Assembly  of  New  York  of  the  fifth  of  February,  on  the  sub- 
ject of  amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

The  purchase  of  the  Lake  Erie  tract  of  country  from  the  Indians 
hath  necessarily  exceeded  the  estimate  of  Council,  and  the  sums  ap- 
propriated by  Act  of  Assembly.  That  excess  has  arisen  principally 
from  the  length  of  time  the  Commissioners  were  obliged  to  wait  for 
the  Indians.  We  recommend  to  the  General  Assembly  to  provide 
by  law  for  the  payment  of  the  money  which  remains  due  on  that 
purchase,  and  for  the  expenee  of  one  hundred  and  thirteen  pounds 
and  six  pence,  incurred  by  Council  in  receiving  his  Excellency  the 
President  of  the  United  States  in  this  city,  on  the  seventeenth  day 
of  April  next. 
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The  accounts  of  the  purchase  of  the  Lake  Erie  tract,  and  of  the 
expence  of  receiving  His  Excellency  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  accompany  this  message. 

Council  have  not  had  it  in  their  power  to  procure  a  lot  proper 
for  a  powder  magazine  out  of  the  city  limits,  as  the  resolve  of  As- 
sembly directs.  Several  city  lots  near  the  River  Schuylkill,  and 
sufficiently  remote  from  the  buildings  of  the  town  may  be  purchased 
at  reasonable  prices. 

The  principal  part  of  the  money  intended  to  have  been  raised  by 
Lottery,  and  directed  by  Act  of  Assembly  to  be  applied  to  the  re- 
pairing of  that  part  of  the  Lancaster  road  called  Jones's  lane,  and 
towards  improving  the  navigation  of  the  River  Schuylkill,  hath  been 
reported  to  Council  by  the  managers  to  be  outstanding.  By  the  Act 
of  the  fifteenth  day  of  March,  1784,  the  managers  were  instructed 
to  lay  before  the  Comptroller  General  from  time  to  time  when  there- 
unto required,  a  true  state  of  the  Lottery,  and  when  the  drawing  of 
the  same  should  be  compleated,  and  the  prizes  and  incidental  charges 
paid  to  render  their  accounts  to  the  Committee  of  Accounts  of  As- 
sembly for  final  settlement  A  general  statement  of  the  product  of 
the  Lottery  and  of  the  money  which  remains  to  be  collected  is  sent 
herewith. 

Annuities  to  the  widows  and  children  of  deceased  officers  of  the 
Army,  Flying  Camp,  State  Regiments  and  State  Navy,  have  here- 
tofore been  paid  by  virtue  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  dated  the  first 
day  of  March,  1780,  out  of  any  monies  in  the  hands  of  County 
Treasurers,  upon  orders  drawn  by  the  Orphans'  Courts  of  the  re- 
spectives  counties.  But  all  public  monies  being  by  subsequent  acts 
appropriated  to  other  purposes,  there  remains  no  provision  for  the 
payment  of  those  annuities  which  amount  to  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty  pounds. 

The  expence  of  repairing  the  banks  of  Mud  island  since  the  first 
day  of  March  last,  according  to  the  Comptroller  General's  report  to 
Council;  hath  been  four  hundred  and  fifty-seven  pounds  ten  shil- 
lings. 

The  exportation  of  Pot  Ashes  from  the  port  of  Philadelphia  merits 
the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly.  We  arc  of  opinion  the  pot 
and  pearl  ashes  should  be  made  subject  by  law  to  inspection. 

The  Act  of  Assembly  intituled  An  Act  for  allowing  a  further 
time  to  distribute  the  donation  lands  promised  to  the  troops  of  this 
Commonwealth,  will  expire  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  September  next. 

We  lay  before  the  General  Assembly  a  copy  of  the  instructions 
of  Council  to  the  Comptroller  General,  relative  to  the  exchange  of 
certificates. 

A  representation  from  the  Wardens  of  the  port  of  Philadelphia, 
and  a  letter  from  John  Dunlap,  the  purchaser  of  certain  public  lots 
in  Southwark,  whose  case  we  recommend  to  the  Lejiishture.

A  return  from  George  Gibson,  Esquire,  Lieutenant  of  Cumber- 
land county,  of  militia  officers  in  the  third  battalion  of  that  county, 
was  read  and  commissions  were  directed  to  issue  agreeably  thereto.

the  county;  thence  by  the  said  line  to  the  mouth  of  Miller's  run 
on  Chartier's  creek,  and  down  said  creek  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Mifflin  towuship :  Beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Street's  run ;  thence 
up  the  Monongahela  river  to  the  line  of  the  county,  and  by  the 
said  line  to  the  line  of  St.  Clair  township. 

Elizabeth  township :  To  contain  all  that  part  of  the  Forks  be- 
tween Monongahela  and  Yougbiogany  rivers,  which  lies  within  the 
county  of  Allegany. 

Versailles  township:  Beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Youghiogany 
river;  thence  up  the  said  river  to  the  mouth  of  Crawford's  run;

eral surveys  of  the  said  lands  together,  as  nearly  as  might  be,  in 
quantities  or  tracts  agreeably  to  their  respective  proportions,  and 
divided  them  by  lot,  whereby  nineteen  thousand  three  hundred  and 
two  acres  and  ten  perches  fell  to  the  share  of  Samuel  Meredith, 
five  thousand  three  hundred  and  seventy  four  acres  to  the  share  of 
Joseph  Shippen,  or  of  those  who  represent  him,  six  thousand  three 
hundred  and  sixty-nine  acres  and  one  eighth  to  the  share  of  Robert 
Wilson,  or  of  those  who  represent  him,  and  five  thousand  eight 
hundred  aud  seventy-three  acres  to  the  State,  in  right  of  Andrew 
Allen,  the  several  surveys  and  warrants  for  which  are  as  follows, 
vizt :

As  the  Constitution  vests  the  appointment  of  all  Judges  in  the 
Supreme  Executive  Council,  and  a  new  Court  is  here  erected,  I  am 
of  opinion  that  no  act  of  the  Legislature  can  appoint  the  Judges 
of  that  Court,  or  give  any  persons  authority  to  act  as  such,  without 
being  commissioned  for  that  purpose  by  the  President  and  Coun- 
cil }  this  part  of  the  act;  therefore,  must  be  merely  void. 
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As  to  the  Justices  of  the   Peace,  they  being  already  elected  by 
the  people,  and  residing  in    their  proper  districts,  I  am  of  opinion 
that  their  authority  may  be  continued  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature, 
and  thit  such  an  act  would  not  infringe  upon  the  Constitution.

A  PROCLAMATION. 
Whereas,  The  President  of  the  United  States  hath  transmitted 
to  this  Council,  this  Proclamation  for  a  day  of  public  thanksgiving 
and  prayer,  requesting  that  the  same  might  be  published  and  made 
known  in  this  State  in  the  following  words,  vizt : 

By  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America: 
A  PROCLAMATION. 
Whereas,  It  is  the  duty  of  all  nations  to  acknowledge  the  Provi- 
dence of  Almighty  God,  to   obey   his  will,  to  be  gratefull   for  his 
benefits,  an*d  humbly  to  implore  his  protection  and  favor : 
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And  whereas,  Both  Houses  of  Congress  have  by  their  joint 
committee,  requested  me  "to  recommend  to  the  people  of  the  United 
States  a  day  of  public  thanksgiving  and  prayer,  to  be  observed  by 
acknowledging  with  gratefull  hearts,  the  mfny  and  signal  favors  of 
Almighty  God,  especially  by  affording  them  an  opportunity  peace- 
ably to  establish  a  form  of  government  for  their  safety  and  happi- 
ness." 

Now  therefore,  I  do  recommend  and  assign  Thursday,  the  twenty- 
sixth  day  of  November  next,  to  be  devoted  by  the  people  of  these 
States  to  the  service  of  that  great  and  glorious  being,  who  is  the 
beneficent  author  of  all  the  good  that  was,  that  is,  or  that  will  be. 
That  we  may  then  all  unite  in  rendering  unto  him  our  sincere  and 
humble  thanks  for  his  kind  care  and  protection  of  the  people  of 
this  country,  previous  to  their  becoming  a  nation ;  for  the  signal 
and  manifold  mercies,  and  the  favorable  interpositions  of  his  Provi- 
dence in  the  course  and  conclusion  of  the  late  war ;  for  the  great 
degree  of  tranquility,  union  and  plenty  which  we  have  since  en- 
joyed; for  the  peaceable  and  rational  manner  in  which  we  have 
been  enabled  to  establish  constitutions  of  government  for  our  safety 
and  happiness,  and  particularly,  the  national  one  now  lately  insti- 
tuted ;  for  the  civil  and  religious  liberty  with  which  we  are  blessed, 
and  the  means  we  have  of  acquiring  and  diffusing  usefull  know- 
ledge, and  in  general,  for  all  the  great  and  various  favors  which  he 
hath  been  pleased  to  confer  upon  us. 

And  also,  that  we  may  then  unite  in  most  humbly  offering  our 
prayers  and  supplications  to  the  Great  Lord  and  Ruler  of  nations, 
and  beseech  him  to  pardon  our  national,  and  other  transgressions, 
to  enable  us  all,  .whether  in  public  or  in  private  stations,  to  per- 
form our  several  and  relative  duties  properly  and  punctually;  to 
render  our  National  Government  a  blessing  to  all  the  people  by  con- 
stantly being  a  government  of  wise,  just  and  constitutional  laws, 
discreetly  and  faithfully  executed  and  obeyed ;  to  protect  and  guide 
all  sovereigns  and  nations,  (especially  such  as  have  shewn  kindness 
unto  us,)  and  to  bless  them  with  good  government,  peace  and  con- 
cord ;  to  promote  the  knowledge  and  practice  of  true  religion  and 
virtue,  and  the  encrease  of  science  among  them  and  us;  and  gen- 
erally to  grant  unto  all  mankind  such  a  degree  of  temporal  pros- 
perity as  he  alone  knows  to  be  best.

Mr.  Lutz,  Mr.  Neville  and  Mr.  Lilly,  a  committee  from  the  Gen-

A  draft  of  a  message  from  Council  to  the  General  Assembly  was 
laid  before  Council,  \read  and  approved,  as  follows,  vizt : 

A  Message  from  the  President  and  the  Supreme  Executive  Coun- 
cil to  the  General  Assembly  : 

G-entlemen  : — We  herewith  transmit  letters  from  his  Excellency 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  of  the  second  and  third  days  of 
October,  1789,  with  several  acts  and  resolves  of  the  Congress  -of 
the  United  States,  which  have  been  received  since  the  last  adjourn- 
ment of  the  Legislature,  vizt : 

An  Act  to  establish  the  Judicial  Courts  of  the  United  States. 

An  Act  to  regulate  the  process  in  the  Courts  of  the  United 
States. 

An  Act  to  explain  and  amend  an  act  for  registering  and  clearing 
vessels,  regulatiug  the  coasting  trade,  and  for  other  purposes. 

An  Act  to  recognize  and  adopt  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  the  establishment  of  troops  raised  under  the  resolves  of  the 
United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  and  for  other  purposes  therein 
mentioned. 

An  Act  providing  for  the  payment  of  the  Invalid  pensioners  of  the 
United  States. 

An  Act  making  appropriations  for  the  present  year. 

An  Act  to  allow  the  Baron  de  Glaubeck  the  pay  of  Captain  in 
the  army  of  the  United  States. 

An  Act  to  alter  the  time  for  the  next  meeting  of  Congress,  and  a 
resolution  for  continuing  John  White,  John  Wright  and  Joshua 
Dawson  in  office  untill  the  fourth  day  of  February,  1790  ;  also  a 
letter  from  Alexander  Hamilton,  Esquire,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
of  the  United  States,  dated  September  the.  twenty-sixth,  1789,  in- 
closing two  resolutions  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States,  dated  the  twenty-first  of  the  same  month,  respecting 
the  public  debts. 

A  copy  of  the  amendments  proposed  to  be  added  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  United  States. 

Two  letters  from  Henry  Knox,  Esquire,  Secretary  at  War,  of 
the  sixth  and  nineteenth  of  October,  1789,  inclosing  an  extract  of 
an  act  of  Congress,  dated  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  September,  which 
authorizes  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  call  into  service 
from  time  to  time,  such  parts  of  the  militia  as  he  may  judge  neces- 
sary for  the  protection  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  frontiers  of  the 
United  States,  from  the  hostile  incursions  of  the  Indians,  and  re- 
questing a  list  of  persons  entitled  to  pensions  by  the  laws  of  this 
State. 
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Copies  of  the  Journals  of  the  first  sessions  of  the  Senate  and  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States,  also  accompanying 
this  message. 

By  several  resolves  t)f  the  General  Assembly,  in  the  year  1775 
and  1776,  and. by  act  of  the  twentieth  of  March,  1777,  four  hundred 
thousand  pounds  were  emitted  in  bills  of  credit,  of  which  there 
remained  unredeemed  by  the  last  report  of  the  Comptroller  General, 
two  hundred  and  twenty -five  thousand  six  hundred  and  ninety -nine 
pounds.  The  holders  of  such  bills  are  intitled  to  receive  in  lieu 
thereof  bills  of  credit  of  April,  1781,  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred 
and  seventy-five  for  one ;  we  are  of  opinion  that  a  day  should  be 
fixed  for  the  final  redemption  of  those  bills. 

By  an  act  of  Assembly  of  the  first  day  of  June,  1780,  Council 
were  authorized  to  appoint  agents  in  the  several  counties  of  this  State 
to  purchase  horses  and  provisions  for  the  army  of  the  United  States, 
for  which  articles,  certificates  bearing  an  interest  of  six  per  cent, 
were  given  by  the  agents;  of  those  certificates  there  remain  unpaid 
to  the  amount  of  four  thousand  pounds  in  paper  bills  of  1781,  we 
recommend,  to  the  General  Assembly  to  limit  the  time  for  the 
exchange  of  all  such  certificates. 

A  law  should  be  passed  to  prevent  the  receipt  of  certificates  of 
the  United  States  in  the  Land  office. 

The  act  of  Assembly  of  the  eighth  day  of  April,  1785,  which 
established  the  salaries  of  the  officers  of  the  land  office,  and  required 
them  to  account  on  oath,  for  all  fees  received  in  their  respective 
offices,  expired  on  the  first  day  of  May  last.  That  law  we  are  of 
opinion  should  be  revived. 

We  submit  to  the  Legislature  the  propriety  of  a  revision  of  all 
laws  of  this  State,  which  interfere  with  the  acts  or  resolves  of  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States. 

The  laws  relative  to  the  health  office  are  imperfect.  The  introduc- 
tion of  infectious  diseases  into  the  State  is  not  sufficiently  guarded 
against,  nor  is  the  allowance  to  the  officer  adequate  to  the  appoint- 
ment. This  subject  we  recommend  to  the  early  attention  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

We  recall  the  attention  of  the  House  to  the  claims  of  the  widows 
and  children  of  deceased  officers  of  the  Pennsylvania  line,  Flying 
Camp,  State  Regiments  and  State  Navy.  Orphans'  Courts  contin- 
ue to  draw  orders  for  the  payment  of  pensions,  in  conformity  with 
the  act  of  Assembly  of  the  first  day  of  March,  1780,  although  the 
funds  out  of  which  payment  of  pen.  heretofore  been  made,  have  by 
subsequent  acts  been  appropriated  to  other  purposes. 

A  limitation  of  the  time  for  bringing  suits  against  the  sureties  of 
Sheriffs,  and  of  the  time  for  exhibiting  claims  against  the  State, 
for  supplies  and  personal  services  during  the  late  war,  we  are  of 
opinion  will  be  of  public  utility.

selves to  the  falls  and  obstructions  of  the  river  Susquehanna,  from 
Wright's  Ferry  up  the  said  river  to  include  the  head  of  Mc- 
Kee's  Half  Falls,  and  from  the  mouth  of  the  river  Juniata  up  the 
said  river,  to  include  the  head  of  Aughtvick  Falls.  Council  are 
induced  to  give  you  these  additional  instructions  from  the  necessity 
of  having  your  report  of  the  probable  expence  of  removing  the 
several  obstructions,  and  improving  the  navigation  of  the  said 
rivers  between  those  distances,  to  be  laid  before  the  General  As- 
sembly in  their  present  sessions.

But  if  as  the 
Comptroller  General  supposes  he  was  not  a  prisoner  of  war  and  was 
left  out  of  the  arrangement  of  the  Army,  in  1778,  he  has  received  a 
certificate  for  two  hundred  and  six  pounds  fourteen  shillings  and 
ten  pence,  agreeably  to  the  Comptroller's  report,  more  than  he  was 
justly  entitled  to  receive  at  the  time  of  his  settlement.  Nevertheless, 
your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  impolitic  to  go  in- 
to the  revision  of  accounts,  settled  so  long  ago  as  the  year  1780, 
nor  do  they  find  any  law  authorising  such  a  revision.  That  the 
memorialist  was  justly  entitled  to  the  pension  he  has  obtained  your 
Committee  have  no  doubt, 

Taking  therefore  every  circumstance  into  consideration,  they  are 
of  opinion  that  the  memorialist  ought  to  receive  his  pension  as  here- 
tofore, and  if  the  State  has  any  demands  against  him  which  he  dis- 
putes; the  matter  ought  to  be  tried  in  a  Court  of  law.

respectively,  and  of  the  fund  provided  or  appropriated  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  whole  or  part  of  the  principal  and  interest  thereof,  and 
that  the  last  part  of  the  resolution  calls  for  a  statement  of  the  amount 
of  Loan  office  certificates,  or  other  public  securities  of  the  United 
States  in  the  Treasury  respectively. 

That  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  the  first  requisition  in 
the  resolution  embraces  every  debt  and  engagement  of  the  State, 
but  they  cannot  think  it  necessary  for  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury of  the  United  States  to  have,  nor  expedient  at  this  time  for  the 
Executive  of  this  Commonwealth  to  transmit  a  statement  of  those 
debts  which  have  never  been  authorized  by  Congress,  and  with 
which  the  United  States  can  never  be  charged,  such  as  the  civil  list, 
the  debt  due  by  the  States  to*the  lace  proprietors,  the  various  kinds 
of  paper  money  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  State,  the  debt 
due  by  traitors  whose  estates  have  been  confiscated,  for  demands 
and  engagements  for  claims  and  improvements,  or  any  other  partic- 
ular debt  properly  belonging  to  this  State,  or  the  funds  appropriated 
for  the  payment  of  the  same. 

That  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  it  would  be  proper  at 
this  time  to  transmit  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States  an  authentic  statement  of  all  such  public  debts  of  this  State, 
which  were  contracted  by  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  or  i 
with  which  the  United  States  are  justly  chargeable,  whether  they 
have  been  redeemed  by  the  Stat)  or  are  yet  unredeemed,  together 
with  the  funds  provided  by  the  different  laws  of  this  State,  for  the 
payment  of  the   principal  or  interest  thereof. 

That  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee  it  would  be  proper,  agree- 
ably to  the  last  part  of  the  said  resolution,  that  the  amount  ot  the 
Loan  Office  certificates  and  other  public  securities  of  the  United 
States  in  the  Treasury  of  this  State,  should  be  transmitted  to  the 
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Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States.  Your  committee 
therefore  recommend  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller  General  be  directed  to  make  out 
and  furnish  Council,  as  soon  as  can  be  done  with  convenience,  a 
statement  of  the  whole  amount  of  the  depreciation  certificates 
granted  to  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  army  and  military  hospi- 
tal, by  the  several  laws  of  this  Commonwealth;  also  the  amount 
of  such  certificates  as  were  granted  in  pursuance  of  the  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth,  whether  for  supplies  furnished  for  the  pay  of  the 
companies  of  raugers,  volunteers  or  eighteen  months'  men,  or 
militia  j  and  also  all  such  expenditures,  since  the  commencement 
of  the  late  war,  as  are  chargeable  to  the  United  States,  together 
with  the  funds  appropriated,  either  in  whale  or  in  part,  to  pay  the 
principal  or  interest  thereof. 

Resolved,  That  the  Comptroller  General  be  also  directed  to 
furnish  Council  with  the  amount  of  all  such  Loan  Office  certificates 
and  other  public  securities  of  the  United  States,  as  are  in  the  State 
Treasury,  and  are  the  property  of  this  State;  and  also  the  amount 
of  the  interest  paid  by  this  Commonwealth,  from  time  to  time,  on 
the  Loan  Office  certificates  and  other  evidences  of  the  public  debts 
of  the  United  States.

The  repayment  of  the  money  in  specie,  with  interest,  to  be  made 
to  the  subscribers,  or  of  so  much  thereof  as  shall  not  be  recovered 
from  the  United  StSes  on  the  fifth  day  of  March  next,  whether 
the  deficiency  may  arise  from  frauds  on  the  part  of  the  invalids  or 
non-payment  by  the  United  States. 

That  arrangements  be  taken  by  a  committee  of  Council  with  the 
subscribers  for  the  manner  of  payment  of  the  invalids,  and  for  the 
re-payment  to  the  subscribers  from  the  United  States.

Council  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Commis- 
sioners appointed  by  act  of  Assembly  of  the  twenty  ninth  of  Sep- 
tember, 1787,  to  regulate  the  district  of  Southwark  and  townships 
of  Moyamensing  arid  Passyunk,  as  follows,  vizt: 

To  the  Honorable  the  President  and  Supreme  Executive  Council 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania. 

We,  the  Commissioners  appointed  by  an  act  of  Assembly  passed 
the  twenty-ninth  day  of  September,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  intituled  An  act  to 
appoint  Commissioners  to  regulate  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  in 
the  district  of  Southwark,  and  to  lay  out  new  streets,  lanes  and  alleys 
therein,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  inhabitants,  and  to  lay  out 
the  roads  therein  mentioned,  through  the  said  district,  and  parts  of 
the  townships  of  Moyamensing  and  Passyimk,  most  respectfully 
certify  and  return  : — 

That  having  first  taken  the  oath  and  affirmation  required  by  the 
act  of  Assembly,  we  have  caused  to  be  made  a-  survey  of  all  the 
streets,  lanes  and  alleys  of  the  said  district,  and  several  of  the 
roads  in  the  townships  of  Moyamensing  and  Passyunk,  and  have 
carefully. viewed  and  considered  the  grounds  through  which  they 
severally  pass,  in  order  to  comply  with  the  directions  of  the  said 
act,  and  to  accommodate  as  nearly  as  possible  the  convenience  of 
the  several  owners  of  ground  through  which  the  new  streets  and 
roads  were  to  be  laid  out,  and  after  mature  deliberation  thereon,  we 
unanimously  report  and  return  the  following  streets  and.  roads, 
agreeably  to  two  plans  herewith  returned  and  presented,  and  by  us 
signed,  wherein  all  the  old  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and  roads  are  co- 
loured with  light  brown,  and  the  new  streets,  alleys  and  roads 
hereafter  described,  are  coloured  with  green.  Those  streets  and 
ways  which  are  coloured  with  yellow  are  only  intended  to  shew  the 
direction  of  the  several  streets  which  may  hereafter  be  laid  out, 
and  may  prove  a  convenience  in  the  improvement  and  division  of 
estates  in  those  parts  of  the  district,  and  prevent  future  irregularity 
in-  building. 

No.  1.  Wharf  street : — A'  street  laid  out  in  order  to  form  a  com- 
munication from  wharf  to  wharf,  between  the  stores  and  buildiugs 
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now  erected  and  hereafter  to  be  erected  by  the  owners  of  the  water 
lots  in  the  said  district,  and  the  heads  of  the  docks  hereafter  to  be 
formed,  for  the  accommodations  of  ships,  &ca. ;  beginning  for  the 
eastwardly  side  of  the  said  Wharf  street,  at  the  distance  of  one 
hundred  and  sixty  feet  from  the  intersection  which  is  made  by  the 
cast  bide  of  Water  street  and  south  side  of  South  street,  (the  said 
South  street  being  the  boundary  between  the  city  of  Philadelphia 
and  the  district  of  South  war  k^)  and  thence  the  east  sid,e  of  said 
Wharf  street  extends  south  five  degrees  west  untill  it  crosses  the 
south  line  of  a  street  hereinafter  mentioned  and  laid  out,  by  the 
name  of  Federal  street;  thence  continuing  the  same  course  for  the 
eastwardly  side  of  said  Wharf  street  eighty-nine  feet;  thence 
south  twenty-one  degrees  and  a  half  east  to  the  south-eastwardly 
boundary  of  the  said  district;  the  said  eastwardly  line  of  the  said 
Wharf  street  being  at  the  distance  of  one  hundred  and  four  feet 
from  the  line  laid  out  by  the  Wardens  of  the  port  of  Philadelphia, 
for  the  utmost  limit  or  extent  of  the  piers  or  wharves  projecting 
into  the  river  Delaware;  the  said  WTharf  street  to  be  and  extend 
of  the  breadth  of  thirty-three  feet,  the  whole  length  of  the  said 
street  except  that  part  which  crosses  and  immediately  joins  Fede- 
ral street  on  the  south  side  thereof,  which  part  is  as  follows  on  said 
Federal  street : — Beginning  at  the  distance  of  thirty-three  feet 
from  the  east*  side  of  said  Wharf  street,  and  continues  a  course 
south  five  degrees  west  sixty-nine  feet,  until  it  intersects  the  con- 
tinuation of  a  line  to  be  drawn  north  twenty-one  and  a  half  degrees 
west  fromithe  westerly  side  of  said  Wharf  street. 

No.  2.  Meadow  street : — Beginning  on  the  north  side  of  a  street 
hereinafter  mentioned,  by  the  name  of  Reed  street,  at  the  distance 
of  three  hundred  and  thirty  feet  eastwardly  from  Swanson  street 
and  extending  north  fourteen  degrees  east,  fifty  feet  wide,  until  it 
intersects  the  westward  line  of  Wharf  street,  gradually  narrowing 
as  the  western  line  of  said  Meadow  street  approaches  the  angle  of 
Wharf  street. 

No.  3.  Swanson  street : — A  continuation  of  old  Swanson  street, 
heretofore  laid  out,  beginning  for  the  west  side  thereof  on  the  south 
side  of  Christian  street,  at  the  distance  of  two  hundred. and  seven- 
ty feet  eastward  of  the  east  side  of  Church  alley,  hereafter  descri- 
bed by  the  name  of  Church  street,  and  extends  south  nine  degrees 
and  a  half  west  to  Federal  street;  thence  crossing  said  Federal 
street,  extends  south  fourteen  degrees  west  to  the  street  hereinafter 
laid  out  by  the  name  of  Reed  street,'  which  said  continuation  of 
Swanson  street  is  to  be  and  extended  of  the  breadth  of  fifty  feet, 
except  where  some  part  thereof  comprehends  part  of  the  burial 
ground  and  premises  belongiug  to  the  corporation  of  the  Sweedish 
church  of  Wiccacoe,  and  is  coloured  yellow  in  the  plan,  and  also 
excepting  the  grouud  late  belonging  to  the  estate  of  Samuel  Mor- 
ris, Esquire,  and  now  occupied  as  a  rope-walk. 
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No.  4.  Church  street : — A  continuation  of  Church  alley,  (here- 
tofore laid  out,)  beginning  on  the  south  side  of  Christian  street 
and  eastwardly  side  of  said  Church  alley,  being  two  hundred  and 
seventy-six  feet  westward  from  Swanson  street,  and  extending 
south  fourteen  degrees  west  to  a  street  hereinafter  laid  out  by  tire 
name  of  Read  street,  which  said  Church  street  is  every  where  to 
be  and  extended  of  the  breadth  of  fifty  feet,  except  that  part  which 
was  heretofore  laid  out  for  Church  alley,  and  also  excepting  the 
ground  late  belonging  to  the  estate  of  Samuel  Morris,  Esquire,  and 
now  occupied  as  a  rope-walk. 

No  5.  Front  street : — A  continuation  of  old  Front  street,  here- 
tofore laid  out,  beginning  on  the  south  side  of  Greenwich  street  in 
the  said  district,  and  extends  in  a  direct  line  with  the  said  old 
Front  street  south  fourteen  degrees  west  until  it  intersects  Keeler's 
lane,  which  said  continuation  of  Front  street  is  to  be  and  extended 
of  the  breadth  of  sixty  feet  during  all  the  distance  aforesaid. 
-  No.  6,  Second  street: — A  continuation  of  old  Second  street  here- 
tofore laid  out,  beginning  at  the  distance  of  two  hundred  and  eight 
feet  from  the  south  side  of  Christian  street,  and  in  a  direct  line 
with  said  old  Second  street,  extending  south  fifteen  degrees  west, 
untill  it  intersects  Greenwich  street;  which  said  continuation  of 
Second  street  is  to  be  and  extended  of  the  breadth  of  fifty  feet, 
during  all  the  distance  aforesaid. 

No.  7,  Third  street: — A  continuation  of  old  Third  street  here- 
tofore laid  out,  beginning  on  the  south  side  of  Catherine  street,  and 
in  a  direct  line  with  said  old  Third  street,  and  extending  south 
fourteen  degrees  west,  untill  it  intersects  Moyamensing  road;  which 
said  continuation  of  third  street  is  to  be  and  extended  of  the  breadth 
of  fifty  feet,  during  all  the  distance  aforesaid,  except  where  the  in- 
tersections of  the  road  interfere  with  it  and  form  a  part  thereof. 

No.  8,  Fourth  street: — A  continuation  of  Fourth  street  of  the 
city  of  Philadelphia,  beginning  on  the  south  side  of  South  street, 
and  in  a  direct  line  with  the  said  Fourth  street,  and  extending 
south  fourteen  degrees  west,  untill  it  intersects  Johnson's  lane ; 
which  said  continuation  of  Fourth  street  is  to  be  and  extended  of 
the  breadth  of  fifty  feet,  during  all  the  distance  aforesaid. 

No.  9,  Crab  street :— A  continuation  of  old  Crab  street  hereto- 
fore laid  out,  beginning  at  the  south  end  of  the  said  old  Crab  street, 
and  extending  in  a  direct  line  therewith  south  fourteen  degrees 
west,  untill  it  intersects  a  street  hereinafter  mentioned  by  the  name 
of  Plumb  street;  which  said  continuation  of  Crab  street  is  to  be 
and  extended  of  the  breadth  of  thirty-three  feet,  during  all  the  dis- 
tance aforesaid. 

No.  10,  Fifth  street: — A  continuation  of  the  line  of  Fifth  street 
of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  beginning  on  the  south-eastwardly  side 
of  Passyunk  road,  and  extending  in  a  direct  line  with  the  said  Fifth 
street  south  fourteen  degrees  west,  untill  it  intersects  Johnson's 
lane ;  which  said  continuation  of  Fifth  street  is  to  be  and  extended 
of  the  breadth  of  fifty  feet;  during  all  the  distance  aforesaid. 
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No.  11,  Sixth  street: — A  continuation  of  the  line  of  Sixth  street

No.  13,  Eighth  street:— A  continuation  of  the  line  of  Eighth 
street  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  beginning  on  the  south-eastward- 
ly side  of  Passyunk  road,  and  extending  in  a  direct  line  with  said 
Eighth  street  south  fourteen  degrees  west,-untill  it  intersects  Whar- 
ton street;  which  said  continuation  of  Eighth  street  is  to  be  and 
extended  of  the  breadth  of  fifty  feet,  during  all  the  distance  afore- 
said. 

No.  14,  Shippen  street: — A  continuation  of  old  Shippen  street 
heretofore  laid  out,  beginning  on  the  west  side  of  Fourth  street, 
and  extending  in  a  direct  line  with  the  said  Shippen  street  north 
seventy-six  degrees  west,  until  it  intersects  Passyunk  road;  which 
said  continuation  of  Shippen  street  is  to  be  and  extended  of  the# 
breadth  of  fifty  feet,  during  all  the  distance  aforesaid. 
I  No.  15,  Plumb  street: — A  continuation  of  old  Plumb  street 
»  heretofore  laid  out,  beginning  at  the  west  end  of  said  Plumb  street, 
and  extending  in  a  direct  Hue  therewith  north  seventy-three  de- 
grees west,  until  it  intersects  the  line  of  Fifth  street  herein  before 
continued;  which  continuation  of  Plumb  street  is  to  be  and  ex- 
tended of  the  breadth  of  forty-seven  feet,  duriug  all  the  distance 
aforesaid. 

No.  1.6,  A.  Street,  or  Landing: — Beginning,  for  the  south  side 
thereof  at  the  distance  of  two  hundred  and  seventy-eight  feet  six 
inches,  to  the  northward  of  Catherine  street  on  Swanson  street,  and 
extending  south  eighty-one  degrees  east  into  the  river  Delaware, 
untili  it  intersects  the  line  as  fixed  by  the  Port  Wardens;  which 
said  street  or  landing  is  to  be  and  extended  of  the  breadth  of  fifty 
feet,  during  all  the  distance  aforesaid. 

No.  17,  German  street,  nearly  in  a  line  with  old  German  street 
heretofore  laid  out,  beginning  on  the  east  side  of  Front  street  at 
the  distance  of  three  hundred  and  thirty-eight  feet  from  the  north  side 
of  Catherine  street,  being  the  south  side  of  said  German  street,  and 
extendi nj;  south  seventy  six  degrees  east,  until  it  intersects  Swan- 
son  street;  which  said  continuation  of  German  street  is  to  be  and 
extended  of  the  breadth  of  forty  feet,  during  all  the  distance  afore- 
said. 
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No.  18,  Mead  alley.  An  old  alley  now  widened,  and  partly 
opposite  old  German  street,  beginning  for  the  south  side  of  said 
alley  on  the  west  side  of  Front  street  three  hundred  and  thirty-eight 
feet  from  the  north  side  of  Catherine  street,  extending  to  and  in- 
tersecting Second  street  at  the  distance  of  three  hundred  and  thirty 
feet  from  said  Catherine  street,  the  said  Mead  alley  being  extended 
to  the  breadth  of  thirty  ft$et,  during  all  the  distance  aforesaid.

The  funds  appropriated  either  in  whole  or  in  part  to  pay  the 
principal  or  interest  of  the  above,  are  as  follows,  vizt : 

The  one-third  part  of  the  principal  of  the  depreciation  certificates 
paid  of  in  bills  of  credit  of  the  emission  of  April,  1781,  on  appli- 
cation of  the  holder. 

The  whole  of  the  forfeited  estates  unsold  before  December,  1780, 
appropriated  as  a  fund  to  redeem  both  principal  and  interest. 

The  tract  of  land  in  Pennsylvania  bounded  on  the  north  by  the 
donation  lands,  on  the  west  by  the  western  boundary  of  the  State, 
and  on  the  south  and  east  by  the  rivers  Ohio  and  Allegany,  except- 
ing the  two  reserved  tracts  thereout  at  Mackintosh,  and  opposite  Pitts- 
burgh on  the  aforesaid  river  Ohio,*appropriated  as  a  fund  to  redeem 
both  principal  and  interest. 

The  excise  on  spirituous  liquors  was  appropriated  to  pay  the  an- 
nual interest  to  those  who  had  not  alienated  their  certificates  when 
this  fund  was  assigned,  and  until  they  had  themselves  drawn  the 
first  year's  interest  thereon. 

A  sum  was  granted  out  of  the  imposts  duties  not  exceeding  twenty- 
five  thousand  and  ninety-seven  pounds  nineteen  shillings  and  three 
pence,  to  pay  up  a  year's  arrear  of  such  interest,  in  aid  of  the  Ex- 
cise. 
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And  lastly,  these  certificates,  principal  and  interest,  funded  or 
unfunded  were  made  receivable  in  the  Land  office  in  payment  for 
lands  and  lots  the  property  of  the  State. 

The  certificates  granted  per  act  of  June,  1780,  were  discharged 
by  payments  at  the  Treasury  shortly  after  they  were  granted,  of 
which  public  notice  was  given  that  all  might  come  in  or  they  were 
made  receivable  in  the  taxes  then  collecting,  and  such  as  neglected 
the  one  or  other  of  these  means  of  redemption  may  and  do  now  re- 
ceive payment  of  the  principal  at  the  State  Treasury., 

The  certificates  granted  for  horses  were  receivable,  also  in  the 
taxes  collecting  at  the  time  they  were  granted. 

And  to  such  as  were  not  redeemed  in  that  way  the  principal  and 
interest  is  paid  from  the  Treasury  upon  their  application. 

The  aggregate  fund  of  taxes  and  the  arrears  of  taxes,  and  imposts 
is  (inter  alia)  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  of  the 
certificates  of  funded  debt. 

They  are  receivable  at  the  Land  office  in  common  with  deprecia- 
tion certificates  for  city  lots,  and  for  other  lands  sold  by  the  Com- 
monwealth. • 

The  claims  of  the  Commonwealth  against  the  United  States  have 
generally  been  already  discharged  out  of  the  taxes  and  other  reve- 
nues of  the  Commonwealth,  such  as  have  not,  are  comprisad  under 
one  or  other  of  the  preceding  heads,  or  are  included  in  an  estimated 
sum  of  about  forty-six  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty  pounds, 
for  which  there  have  yet  been  no  certificates  issued,  but  which  the 
parties  on  settlement  will  be  intitled  to  receive.

The  following  draft  of  a  message  to  the  General  Assembly,  was 
read  and  approved,  vizt  : 

A    message  from   the  President   and   Supreme    Executive    Coun- 
cil to  the  General  Jfssenibli/. 

Gentlemen: — Conformably  to  the  act  of  General  Assembly 
passed  on  the  twenty-eighth  of  September,  1789,  authorizing  the 
Supreme  Executive  Council  to  appoint  Commissioners  for  viewing 
the  navigable  waters  in  this  State,  we  instructed  Timothy  Matlaok, 
Heading  Howell,  and  William  Dean,  to  view  the  river  Delaware; 
Benjamin  Rittenhouse  and  John  Adlum,  to  view  the  river  Schuyl- 
kill ;  and  Bartram  Galbraith,  Samuel  Boyd,  and  Thomas  Hulings, 
to  view  the  river  Susquehanna. 

The  Commissioners  appointed  to  view  the  river  Delaware,  have 
compleated  the  task  assigned  to  them;  those  who  were  appointed 
to  view  the  river  Schuylkill,  have  examined  that  river  from  the 
Great  Fall  five  miles   above  this  city  to  the  town  of  Hamburgh,

twenty-three  miles  higher  than  the  town  of  Reading,  and  have  ex- 
tended their  examination  to  the  Tulpehocken,  and  the  strait  be- 
tween the  head  waters  of  that  stream  and  the  Quittapahilla,  which 
communicates  with  the  Susquehanna.  That  part  of  tfce  Schuylkill, 
however,  which  flows  above  the  town  of  Hamburgh,  has  not  yet  been 
explored  by  the  Commissioners. 

The  Commissioners  appointed  to  view  the  river  Susquehanna, 
have  examined  that  river  from  Wright's  Ferry  to  its  confluence  with 
the  Juniata,  and  have  viewed  the  Juniata  from  its  mouth  to  Piper's 
run,  but  they  have  not  compleated  their  report. 

The  reports  of  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  Commissioners,  and 
the  drafts  and  surveys  to  which  the  reports  refer,  we  have  sent 
herewith. 

The  security  of  the  public  records  against  fire  and  other  casual- 
ties requires  in  our  opinion  the  attention  of  the  legislature.  The 
books  and  documents  belonging  to  the  Master  of  the  Rolls,  the 
Comptroller  General,  the  Register  General,  the  Trustees  of  the 
Loan  office,  the  Receiver  General,  the  Secretary  of  the  Land  office 
and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Supreme  Executive  Council,  are  depos- 
ited in  different  rooms  in  the  State  house,  while  those  which  apper- 
tain to  the  offices  of  the  Surveyor  General,  the  Prothonotary  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  and  the  Register  of  Wills  for  the  city  and  county 
of  Philadelphia,  are  for  want  of  room  in  the  public  buildings  neces- 
sarily kept  in  the  private  dwellings  of  the  respective  officers. 

Besides  the  great  danger  attending  this  latter  circumstance,  it  is 
no  incousiderable  inconvenience  that  the  books  and  papers  of  public 
officers,  not  only  upon  the  change  of  the  officers,  but  whenever  those 
officers  change  their  houses  should  be  removed  to  different  and  distant 
parts  of  the  city.  We  therefore  suggest  that  the  erecting  of  a  build- 
ing as  a  repository  for  all  public  records,  and  in  which  the  several 
officers  whom  we  have  mentioned,  may  be  accomodated  for  the  trans- 
action of  their  respective  duties  will  be  a  matter  of  public  utility. 

We  transmit  herewith  a  memorial  from  Reading  Howell,  who  is 
preparing  a  map  of  Pennsylvania,  and  applies  for  permission  to 
deliniate  the  North  boundary  line  under  the  authority  of  the  State. 
As  we  believe  the  engraving  this  line  in  Mr.  Howell's  map  will 
compleatly  answer  the  design  of  the  act  entituled  an  Act  to  estab- 
lish and  confirm  the  boundary  line  between  this  State  and  the 
State  of  New  York,  passed  the  twenty-ninth  of  September,  1789, 
without  occasioning  any  expence  to  the  public,  we  are  of  opinion  it 
will  be  proper  to  comply  with  his  request. 

The  act  of  Assembly  entitled  an  act  for  enlarging  the  time  lim- 
itted  by  the  act  entitled  an  act  for  facilitating  the  redemption  of 
the  bills  of  credit,  emitted  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  eighty  one,  and  for  redeeming  part  of  the  fun- 
ded debt  of  this  State,  for  extending  the  time  for  patenting  lands 
which  were  located  before  the  declaration  of  independancy,  and  for 
giving  a  right  of  preemption  to  actual  settlers,  for  procuring  war- 
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rants  for  latrda  by  them  occupied,  passed  the  twenty-first  day  of 
March,  1789,  will  expire  by  its  own  limitation,  on  the  tenth  day  of 
April  next.  As  the  objects  of  this  law  are  not  accomplished,  we 
recommend  its  continuance  to  the  consideration  of  the  legislature, 
John  Byard,  Esquire,  who  was  one  of  the  trustees  appointed  by 
the  General  Assembly  for  that  part  of  the  Province  Island,  which 
belongs  to  the  State  has  removed  into  New  Jersey,  and  Robert 
Knox,  Esquire,  another  trustee  is  dead.  It  may  therefore  be  proper 
to  appoint  other  persons  in  the  room  of  those  gentlemen

mentioned  for  endowing  the  free  school  for  the  use  of  the^oor  of 
the  said  congregation  :  Provided,  nevertheless,  That  all  charges 
and  expences  attending  such  transfers,  and  the  issuing  or  granting 
of  new  warrants  be  paid  by  the  congregation  above  mentioned.

for  the  sale  of  forfeited  estates  in  Chester  county,  that  said  moiety 
was  not  sold  subject  to  any  such  annuity  or  incumbrance  what- 
ever. 

"  The  committee  are,  therefore,  of  opinion,  that  it  is  out  of  the 
power  of  Council  to  refund  the  money  that  has  been  paid,  or  give 
any  relief  against  the  annuity,  as  the  estate  was  sold  without  any

That  Council,  after  the  most  mature  examination  into  the  mean- 
ing of  the  law,  found  themselves  incompetent  to  define  with  pre- 
cision its  true  design,  it  appearing  to  them  that  the  duty  which  the 
Register  required  from  the  Comptroller,  was  no  where  explicitly 
enjoined,  but  inferred  by  a  doubtful  implication  ;  that  it  seemed 
in  the  terms  too  obscure,  and  the  meaning  of  the  Legislature  too 
uncertain,  to  warrant  any  measures  being  taken  to  enforce  the 
opinion  of  the  Register  General. 

That  Council,  for  their  further  satisfaction,  had  called  for  the 
opinion  of  the  Attorney  General,  which  was  so  expressed  as  greatly 
confirm  their  apprehension  of  the  doubtfulness  of  the  expressions 
in  the  law.  Your  Committee  presented  the  official  opinion  of  the 
Attorney  General  unto  the  Committee  of  the  General  Aesembly. 

Your  Committee  also  suggested  that  Council  would  have  made 
this  subject  a  part  of  the  mes?age  which  they  had  the  honor  of 
transmitting  to  the  General  Assembly,  if  they  had  not  thought  it 
more  proper  to  make  it  the  subject  of  a  conferrence  which  they  de- 
signed to  request,  but  were  prevented  from  doing  so  by  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  business  had  been  introduced  before  the  Legisla- 
ture. 
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Your  Committee  recommend  the  enacting  of  a  new  law,  respect- 
ing the  duties  of  office  which  are  misunderstood  by  the  Comptrol- 
ler and  Register  Generals,  as  the  only  effective  mode  in  which  the 
Legislature  could  express  their  meaning,  and  suggested  the  neces- 
sity of  the  duties  of  office  being  so  clearly  defined,  as  to  render  de- 
partures therefrom  by  the  officers  inexcusable,  and  so  as  to  enable 
the  Executive  Council  to  compel  obedience.

And  whereas,  As  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  perpetrators 
of  suc3\  atrocious  crimes  should  be  brought  to  condign  punishment : 
We  have,  therefore,  thought  proper  to  offer,  and  do  hereby  offer,  a 
reward  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  for  discovering  the  author  or  authors 
of  the  said  letter,  and  also  a  reward  of  Three  Hundred  Dollars  for  dis- 
covering the  person  or  persons  who  wilfully  and  maliciously  set  fire 
to  the  said  factory,  to  be  paid  on  conviction  for  the  si  me ;  and  over 
and  above  the  said  reward,  we  do  hereby  promise  a  free  and  full 
pardon  to  any  one  of  the  persons  concerned  in  the  said  letter  or 
setting  fire  to  the  factory,  their  aiders,  abettors  and  comforters, 
who  shall  discover,  apprehend  and  secure  any  other  or  others  of  the 
said  offenders,  so  that  he  or  they  shall  be  convicted  as  aforesaid  : 
And  we  do  hereby  charge  and  require  all  Judges,  Justices,  Sheriffs 
and  Constables,  to  make  diligent  search  and  enquiry  after,  and  to 
use  their  utmost  endeavors  to  apprehend  and  secure  the  said  offend- 
ers, their  aiders,  abettors  and  comforters,  and  every  of  them,  so 
that  they  may  be  dealt  with  according  to  law.

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  do  myself  the  honor  to  lay  before 
you,  my  books  volume  1  and  2,  in  which  the  accounts  of  the  pen- 
sioners have  been  kept,  and  as  a  difficulty  arises  respecting  some  of 
those  accounts,  wish  them  to  be  also  laid  before  the  Honorable  the 
Council,  that  the  whole  may  be  open  to  their  inspection. 

The  return  which  I  made  to  the  War  office,  which  is  said  to 
differ  from  the  orders  of  Court,  was  drawn  out  agreeably  to  a  blank 
form  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  at  War,  and  which  I  received 
from  your  Honorable  Board.  It  was  delivered  by  me  to  Council  and 
by  them  forwarded  to  the  War  office.  It  contained  an  abstract  from 
these  books  exhibiting  each  disabled  pensioner,  and  the  aggregate 
of  the  payments  to  them  respectively,  from  June,  1786,  the  date 
of  last  proceeding  return  untill  it  was  made,  December  the  seventh, 
1789,  as  there  were  various  changes  in  the  monthly  pension  of 
several  of  them  in  the  colume  prescribed  in  the  form,  for  the  rate 
of  pension  per  month,  I  set  down  each  rate  one  after  the  other, 
which  hath  no  doubt  caused  them  to  return  the  highest  rate  in 
some  cases,  instead  of  the  existing  allowance, 

I  have  examined  and  compared  the  return  of  pensioners  received

Thomas  McCormick  had  been  paid  only  till  April  the  eighth,, 
1788,  when  the  return  was  made  to  the  VvTar  office;  see  his  account 
folio  260;  since  which  his  pension  hath  been  continued,  per  order 
herewith  inclosed,  and  hath  been  paid  till  the  first  of  May,  1789. 

The  continuance  of  the  pension  from  year  to  year,  by  the  Su- 
preme Court,  was  a  matter  of  course,  &  designed  principally  to 
check,  in  case  of  the  death  of  the  pensioner  ;  these  orders  continu- 
ing them,  I  find  I  have  not  been  so  particular  about.  1  do  not 
find  them  in  my  possession  for  the  following,  altho*  some  of  them  I 
perfectly  recollect  were  produced.  Mr.  Burd  informed  me  that  he 
was  authorized  during  the  sessions  of  the  court,  on  applications  to 
him,  to  give  certificates  continuing  their  pensions  till  May  the  first, 
1789;  and  I  have. applied  to  him  for  such  a  certificate  in  favor  of 
these  persons.  I  wouM  just  observe  that  in  referring  to  the  orders 
in  Mr.  Delany's  possession,  I  find  he  hath  likewise  paid  them 
without  these  orders  of  continuation,  and  he  informed  me  that  the 
Chief  Justice  had  told  him  in  substance  what  Mr.  Burd  had  in- 
formed me  about  it  from  which  he  was  authorized  to  do  it :

I  applied  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Orphans'  Court,  on  Saturday,  for 
a  copy  of  the  orders  authorizing  the  payment  of  the  full  pensions 
to  the  Invalids,  while  they  were  doing  duty.  I  have  received  a 
copy  of  their  first  orders  from  the  records,  containing  a  number  of 
them.  As  these  persons  afterwards  went  out,  and  others  were 
called  upon  to  do  duty  in  the  guards,  it  became  necessary  to  extend 
the  same  justice  to  them  also;  and  I  applied  personally  to  the 
Orphans'  Court  sitting,  who  without  hesitation  informed  me  that 
all  such  as  should  from  to  time  be  so  called  in,  should  during  their 
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continuance  therein  be  allowed  the  full  pension,  for  altho'  they, 
were  not  so  much  disabled  but  that  they  might  do  something  for 
their  support  by  their  own  industry,  yet  that  when  their  time  was 
employed  for  the  public  they  were  not  on  a  better  footing  of  sup- 
port than  those  wholly  disabled.  Several  of  them,  besides  their 
cloathing,  &ca.,  had  families,  who  must  have  suffered  without  some 
support  from  them.  The  Cierk  recollects  my  personal  application 
for  this  purpose,  and  hath  been  good  enough  to  search  diligently 
for  the  record  thereof,  but  hath  not  found  it  yet;  but  that  no  diffi- 
culty might  remain,  I  have  applied  also  to  the  Supreme  Court  in 
behalf  of  such  of  the  said  pensioners  as  are  not  contained  in  the 
enclosed  order,  who  now  possess  the  power  to  allow  it.  If  that 
should  not  be  done,  nor  the  order  of  the  Orphans'  Court  found, 
nor  testimony  from  the  Clerk  and  Justices  of  the  Orphans'  Court 
who  were  present  when  I  applied  making  it  sufficiently  clear,  I 
shall  hold  myself  accountable  to  the  State  for  the  amount;  and 
altho'  it  will  be  hard  on  the  poor  fellows,  I  will  recover  it  out  of 
their  future  pensions.

The  Comptroller  and  Register  General's  reports  upon  the  fol- 
ing  accounts  were  read  and  approved,  vizt : 

Of  Thomas  Gay,  for  his  services  as  an  eighteen  months'  man  in 
the  kite  army  of  the  United  States,  in  the  years  1781,  1782  and 
1783,  amounting  to  forty-five  pounds. 
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Of  Robert  Kendall,  for  two  months'  pay  for  bis  services  in  Cap- 
tain Tagart's  company  of  Bedford  county  militia,  in  June  and  July 
1782,  amounting  to  ten  pounds  thirteen  shillings  and  six  pence,  in- 
cluding the  State  and  Continental  pay. 

Agreeably  to  act  of  the  General  Assembly  passed  the  twenty  se- 
venth of  March  last,  an  order  was  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer  in 
favor  of  Reading  Howell,  for  the  sum  of  two  hundred  pounds, 
payable  *  out  of  the  monies  appropriated  by  law  for  claims  and  im- 
provements, when  the  same  shall  become  sufficiently  productive/' 
being  part  of  the  sum  of  three  hundred  pounds  granted  by  the  said 
act  of  Assembly,  to  enable  him  to  proceed  in  the  work  he  has  un- 
dertaken of  compiling  a  map  of  this  State. 

The  Committee  on  the  Gun-Powder  Magazine  made  report  of 
the  value  of  Colonel  Patton's  lot,  as  ascertained  by  William  Hall, 
James  Craig,  jun'r,  Israel  Wheelen  and  Hugh  Roberts,  vizt : 

Five  hundred  and  sixty-five  pounds  in  specie,  or  the  value  there- 
of in  paper  money ;  whereupon,  it  was  agreed  unanimously,   that 
the  Committee  be  instructed  to  negotiate  the   purchase  of  the  lot, 
on  the  terms  fixed  as  above.

Resolved,  That  Tuesday  next  be  assigned  for  the  consideration 
of  the  recommendation  of  some  of  the  Justices  and  Attorneys  at 
Law  in  the  county  of  Bedford,  in  favor  of  George  Woods,  Esquire, 
for  the  appointment  of  President  of  the  several  Courts  of  said 
county. 

On  motion  of  Colonel  Miles,  seconded  by  Mr.  Gregg, 

Resolved  unanimously.  That  all  the  proceedings  in  Council 
since  the  sixth  instant,  relative  to  the  Comptroller  General,  be 
published  by  the  Secretary,  and  to  prevent  mistakes,  when  the  copy 
shall  be  made,  that  it  be  read  in  Council  previous  to  its  publica- 
tion. 

A  draft  of  instructions  to  the  Commissioners  appoined  by  Coun- 
cil on  the  sixth  instant,  to  view  the  Western  waters,  agreeably  to 
resolution  of  Assembly  of  the  thirty-first  of  March  last,  was  laid 
before  Council,  and  agreed  to,  as  follows,  vizt : 

In  Council,  Philadelphia,  April  16th,  1790. 
Gentlemen  : — Council  having,  in  pursuance  of  the  enclosed  re- 
solution of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  thirty-first  day  of  March 
last,  appointed  you  Commissioners  for  the  purposes  expressed  in  the 
first  part  of  the  said  resolution,  you  will  without  delay  proceed  to 
the  head  of  the  Qaittapahilla,  and  from  thence  to  the  Swatara,  and 
down  the  Swatara  to  the  Susquehanna,  then  passing  over  that  part 
of  tho  Susquehanna  which  has  been  already  examined  by  the  Com- 
missioners appointed  on  the  second  of  October,  1789,  you  will 
proceed  to  the  mouth  of  the  Juniata,  where  you  are  to  recommence 
the  examination  proposed,  and  proceed  up*  the  Susquehanna  to  Sun- 
burry,  and  thence  up  the  West  Branch  to  Cinnamahoning,  and  up 
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the  same  to  the  Canoe  Place,  (so  called.)  or  such  place  on  the  main 
Branch  or  the  West  Branch  of  Cinnamahoning,  as  will  connect 
most  easily  with  any  practicable  branch  of  the  Allegany,  the  Con- 
sua,  Toby's  creek,  or  any  other  which  may  discharge  itself  into'  the 
Allegany  nearest  the  mouth  of  French  creek  ;  and  thence  examine 
French  creek,  up  to  Le  Bcouff  and  the  Portage  to  Presque  Isle. 
You  will  also  examine  and  explore  any  nearer  and  more  conveni- 
ent communication  which  may  be  effected  by  land  or  water  with 
Lake  Erie.  You  will  then  return  down  the  Allegany,  and  exam- 
ine the  same  from  the  mouth  of  French  creek  to  the  Kiskemane- 
tas,  and  up  the  Kj^kemanetas  to  the  Conemaugh,  and  up  the 
Conemaugh  to  its  forks  with  Stony  creek,  and  from  the  same 
by  the  nearest  branches  which  be  improved  by  Canal  or  lock 
navigation,  to  the  shortest  portage  which  may  be  found  to 
the  Frankstown  Branch  of  Juniata  river,  at  or  near  the  mouth  of 
Poplar  run,  where  Patrick  Cassady  now  lives,  and  down  the  Franks- 
town  Branch  of  Juniata  to  the  head  of  Water  Street,  where  the 
Commissioners  of  last  year  concluded  the  report  of  their  work. 

If  any  difncultys  occur  in  the  execution  of  the  duties  required  of 
you  by  these  instructions,  you  will  give  information  thereof  to  the 
Supreme  Executive  Council,  that  such  difficulties  may,  if  possible, 
be  removed. 

When  you  have  compleated  the  business,  you  will  make  report 
to  the  Board  of  your  proceedings,  together  with  an  estimate  of  the 
expences  that  may  in  your  opinion  be  necessary  to  carry  the  said 
resolution  into  execution. 

Council  have  thought  proper  to  allow  you  seventeen  shillings 
and  six  pence  per  diem  for  your  services  in  this  business,  including 
your  personal  expences. 

The  charges  which  may  necessarily  arise  from  the  hire  of  horses, 
boats  and  assistants,  will  be  allowed  by  Council.  At  the  same 
time  it  is  earnestly  recommended  to'  you  to  avoid  every  unnecessa- 
ry expence  and  delay.

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Resolved,  unanimously,  That  they  be  entered  on  the  Journals 
as  follows,  to  wit: 

Reasons  for  voting  in  favor  of  the  proposed  resolution  for  dis- 
missing John  Nicholson,  Esquire,  from  the  office  of  Comptroller 
General. 

1st.  Because  it  is  essential  to  the  rights  of  a  free  people  whose 
Government  is  that  of  laws  tfiat  they  should  be  ruled  by  them, 
and  not  by  the  will  of  individuals.  The  moment  this  principle  is 
disregarded,  the  will  of  the  people,  manifested  by  their  laws,  ceases 
to  operate,  and  the  rights  of  sovereignty  are  sacrificed  by  petty 
usurpers.  When  the  power  of  dispensing  with  laws  is  assumed 
by  private  persons,  chastisement  should  attend  the  offence;  but 
when  those  who  are  intrusted  to  administer  and  sworn  to  execute 
them,  dare  to  dispence  therewith,  this  high  crested  assumption  of 
power  is  of  a  nature  still  more  criminal.  It  then  becomes,  in  our 
opinion,  the  duty  of  those  who  are  specially  enjoined  to  see  the 
laws  faithfully  executed,  to  remove  from  office  any  man  whose  con- 
duct has  manifested  him  to  be  unworthy  of  public  trust  and  con- 
fidence. 

In  this  light,  we  conceive  ourselves  bound  to  consider  the  present 
Comptroller  General. 

It  appeared,  on  a  former  occasion,  that  he  assumed  the  power  of 
issuing  a  commission  in  his  own  name  to  a  person  as  Commanding 
Officer  of  the  Invalid  Corps,  of  taking  upon  himself  the  supreme 
command  &  direction  of  the  said  Corps,  and  causing  them  to  be 
employed  under  his  own  authority,  and  without  that  of  the  Civil 
Magistrate  in  the  service  of  the  iNaval  Officer,  and  in  a  manner  not 
authorised  by  law. 

He  has  refused  or  neglected  in  direct  contravention  of  a  positive 
law,  to  furnish  the  Register  General  with  the  accounts  of  Lallances 
directed  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  passed  the  twenty-ninth  of 
.September,  .1789,  to  be  forthwith  furnished,  thereby  preventing 
the  salutary  ends  intended  by  the  Legislature. 

He  has  been  detected  of  altering  the  sums  expressed  in  several 
warrants  or  orders  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer  of  this  State,  by  di- 
rection of  the  Supreme  Executive  Council,  and  signed  by  the  Vice 
President. 

He  has,  contrary  to  his  duty  and  oath  of  office,  (as  we  conceive,) 
returned  to  the  Supreme  Executive  Council  pensions  due  to  inva- 
lids soldiers,  in  consequence  whereof  orders  have  been  drawn  on 
the  Treasury,  and  the  moneys  been  paid  without  certificates  from 
any  Court  to  justify  such  returns,  when  he  well  kue\v\  as  appears 
by  his  letter  to  Council,  that  his  returns  were  false,  thereby  either 
assuming  to  himself  a  power  which  exclusively  belongs  to  the 
Courts  of  law  of  determining  who  are  entitled  to  pensions*  or  in- 
tending, by  false  returns,  to  impose  on  the  Supreme  Executive 
Council,  and  cause  payment  to  be  made  contrary  to  law. 
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2ndly.  Because,  from  the  variety  of  important  matters  belonging 
to  the  office  of  Comptroller  General,  the  Commonwealth  and  indi- 
viduals are  deeply  interested  in  proper  method  and  arrangement 
being  observed  in  the  transacting  thereof,  and  in  the  books  of  the 
said  office  being  kept  in  due  and  regular  order.  Yet,  from  the  re- 
ports of  different  committees  made  to  the  Legislature  and  acted 
upon,  it  appears  that  he  is  guilty  of  great  and  dangerous  omissions. 
From  the  extensive  trusts  committed  to  him,  the  safety  of  the 
people  required  that  the  best  method  should  be  observed  in  their 
execution ;  but  from  the  confused  and  imperfect  state  of  his  books, 
all  endeavors  to  detect  fraud  or  error  may  be  effectually  baffled, 
and  the  public  left  to  lament  the  maze  in  which  they  are  invel- 
oped. 

3rdly.  Because  a  report  of  a  committee  of  this  Council  is,  that 
the  Comptroller  General  had  produced  to  the  Executive  Council 
a  variety  of  accounts  for  sundry  persons  said  to  be  invalids  and 
pensioners,  for  which,  in  consequence  thereof,  orders  have  issued 
for  payment  on  the  Treasury,  when  at  the  same  time  it  did  not 
appear  he  was  authorized  for  so  doing,  not  having  orders  from  any 
Court  for  his  justification,  "  was  unanimously  adopted,  and  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  in  like  manner  agreed  to:" 

"Resolved,  That  the  Council  highly  disapprove  the  conduct  of  the 
Comptroller  General,  in  stating  and  reporting  to  this  Council  larger 
sums  to  be  due  to  invalid  pensioners  than  have  been  warranted  by 
orders  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  any  Orphans'  Court,  and  that  the 
said  Comptroller  General  be  considered  as  responsible  to  the  Com- 
monwealth for  all  monies  so  over-paid,  and  which  have  been  paid 
by  the  State  Treasurer  in  consequence  thereof." 

If  this  report  and  resolution  are  well  founded,  (which,  with  the 
unanimous  voice  of  the  Board  in  their  favor  will  hardly  be  doubted,) 
they  contain  sufficient  matter  for  removing  the  offenders,  unless 
we  are  wrong  in  the  supposition  that  offices  are  created  for  the  good 
of  the  people,  and  not  for  the  individuals  who  may  happen  to  fill 
them.  And  we  cannot,  without  betraying  our  trusts  and  the  duties 
we  owe  to  ourselves  and  our  constituents,  consent  to  the  longer 
continuing  a  man  in  office  who  has  shewn  himself  to  be  so  unwor- 
thy of  it. 

4th.  Because  it  appears  by  a  letter  read  by  a  member  in  his 
place,  in  the  hand  writing  of  the  Comptroller  General,  that  he  had 
not  only  advised  the  measure,  but  had  been  strenious  in  his  en- 
deavours to  bring  others  into  it,  of  taking  up  arms  to  prevent  the 
free  and  unbias'd  sentiments  of  the  good  people  of  this  Common- 
wealth, being  taken  in  the  manner  proposed  by  the  General  As- 
sembly on  the  question  of  calling  a  convention  to  revise,  and  if 
there  should  be  occasion  to  alter  and  amend  the  Constitution  of 
this  State,  thereby  endeavoring  as  much  as  in  him  lay,  to  cause  a 
civil  war,  and  to  deluge  the  country  in  blood. 

Conceiving  the  honor  &nd  dignity  of  the  State  to  be  wounded, 
her  interests  endangered,  and  encouragement  to  all  others  offen- 
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ders  by  so  daring  a  one  being  longer  continued  in  an  office,  the 
duties  of  which  he  has  already  betrayed;  we  have^thought  proper 
to  assign  these  our  reasons  for  voting  for  his  dismission,  and  desire 
that  they  may  be  recorded  in  justification  of  our  conduct.

A  letter  of  instructions  to  the  Commissioners  appointed  by  Coun- 
cil on  the  sixth  instant,  to  explore  the  country  at  and  near  the 
head  waters  of  the  rivers  Delaware,  Schuylkill,  Lehigh,  and  the 
north-east  branch  of  Susquehanna,  agreeably  to  resolution  of  As- 
sembly of  the  thirty -first  of  March  last,  was  this  day  signed  by 
the  President,  as  follows,  to  witt : 

In  Council,  Philadelphia,  April  26th,  1790. 
Gentlemen  : — Council  having,  in  pursuance  of  the  enclosed  re- 
solution of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  thirty-first  day  of  March 
last,  appointed  you  Commissioners  for  the  purposes  expressed  in  the 
last  part  of  the  said  resolution,  you  will,  without  delay,  proceed  to 
explore  the  country,  and  ascertain  the  best  and  shortest  distance 
from  the  Delaware,  near  the  forks  of  the  Mohawk  and  Popaughton 
branches,  to  the  great-  bend  on  the  Susquehanna,  and  thence  pro- 
ceed down  the  Susquehanna  to  the  mouth  of  Tioga,  and  from 
thence  to  the  junction  of  the  east  and  west  branches.  On  your 
return  from  thence  you  will  explore  the  Lehigh,  from  its  head  to 
the  Turnhole,  and  also  examine  and  explore  the  Tobehanna  and  the 
Schuylkill,  from  Hamburgh,  where  the  Commissioners  of  last  year 
concluded  their  work,  to  the  mouth  of  Tamaquay,  or  Little  Schuyl- 
kill, as  far  as  good  draft  navigation  may  be  supposed  to  extend. 
If  any  difficulties  occur  in  the  execution  of  the  duties  required  of 
you  by  these  instructions,  you  will  give  information  thereof  to  the 
Supreme  Executive  Council,  that  such  difficulties  may,  if  possible, 
be  removed. 
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When  you  have  compleated  the  business,  you  will  make  report 
to  the  Bonrd  of  your  proceedings,  together  with  an  estimate  of  the 
expence  that  may,  in  your  opinion,  be  necessary  to  carry  the  said 
resolution  into  execution. 

Council  have  thought  proper  to  allow  you  seventeen  shillings  and 
six  pence  specie  per  diem  for  your  services  in  this  business,  in- 
cluding your  personal  expences.  The  charges  which  may  necessa- 
rily arise  from  the  hire  of  horses,  boats,  and  assistants,  will  be  al- 
lowed by  Council ;  at  the  same  time  it  is  earnestly  recommended  to 
you  to  avoid  every  unnecessary  expence  and  delay.

be  brought  to  justice.  You  will  receive  with  this  copy  of  the  pro- 
clamation, and  request  you  will  send  one  or  more  of  tbem  to  the 
Indians,  with  the  letter  herewith  enclosed.  Other  copies  of  the 
proclamation  you  will  be  pleased  to  disperse  through  the  county, 
and  we  hope  that,  independant  of  the  reward,  motives  of  justice, 
and  a  sence  of  the  danger  to  which  the  inhabitants  of  the  frontiers 
settlements  may  be  exposed  from  the  incursions  of  the  Indians,  if 
those  atrocious  offenders  should  be  suffered  to  escape,  will  stimu- 
late the  good  citizens  of  your  county  to  pursue  and  to  bring  the 
offenders  to  condign  punishment.

A  draft  of  a  letter  from  Council  to  Colonel  Alexander  McGil- 
livray  and  the  other  Clyefs  and  Warriors  of  the  Creek  Nation  of 
Indians,  who  are  now  in  this  city,  on  their  way  to  Congress,  was 
laid  before  the  Board  and  agreed  to,  as  follows,  vizt: 

In  Council,  Philadelphia,  July  17th,  1790. 

Sir  : — The  President  and  Supreme  Executive  Council  of  Penn- 
sylvania are  happy  in  the  opportunity  of  welcoming  you  to  the  city 
of  Philad'a,  and  of  assuring  you  and  the  great  Chiefs  and  Warriors 
of  the  Creek  Nation,  who  accompany  you,  of  our  most  cordial  wish 
to  render  your  stay  here  convenient  and  agreeable. 

We  have  received  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  War  at  New 
York,  written  by  order  of  the  President  General  of  the  United 
States,  intimating  your  desire  of  taking  this  route,  and  recommend- 
ing you  to  our  attention  and  regard.  That  communication  demon- 
strates indeed  the  President  General's  earnest  desire  to  cultivate 
every  means  for  establishing  a  good  understanding  between  the 
citizens  of  the  United  States  and  their  brethern  of  the  Creek  Na- 
tion -,  but  it  was  unnecessary  on  the  present  occasion,  as  our  own 
feelings  sufficiently  prompt  us  to  testify  our  personal  esteem  for 
you,  and  as  we  hope  the  conduct  of  Pennsylvania,  from  the  landing 
of  William  Penn  to  this  day,  has  unequivocally  proved  her  love  of 
justice,  hei''  disposition  for  peace,  and  her  respect  for  the  rights  and 
happiness  of  her  neighbours. 

It  is  with  sincere  pleasure  that  we  anticipate  from  the  object  of 
your  journey  the  establishment  of  a  lasting  harmony  between  your 
Nation  and  the  United  States  of  America;  and  we  are  persuaded 
that  you  will  coincide  in  opinion  that  (however  the  ambition  or 
turbulence  of  individuals  may  sometimes  mislead  them)  our  com- 
mon country  furnishes  room  enough  for  all  its  inbabitants,  and  that 
the  real  interests  of  all  will  be  best  promoted  by  mutual  forbear- 
ance and  a  reciprocity  of  good  offices. 

Be  pie  i  ed  then,  Sir,  to  communicate,  with  a  cordial  welcome  to 
our  city,  these  sentiments  of  the  great  Chiefs  who  have  accompa- 
nied you,  and  to  bear  them  in  your  own  mind.     They  are  the  sen- 
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timents  not  only  of  the  persons  who  now  address  you,  but  likewise, 
we  are  confident,  of  all  who  are  engaged  in  the  administration  of 
public  affairs,  and  indeed,  of  all  the  virtuous  citizens  of  the  Ameri- 
can Union.  If,  therefore,  they  obtain  the  credit  and  confidence  to 
which  they  are  entituled,  our  latest  posterity  will  have  occasion  to 
rejoice,  and  to  bless  that  benevolent  policy  which  extinguishes  Na- 
tional prejudice  and  resentment,  will  at  length  unite  us  in  the 
grateful  bonds  of  peace  and  friendship.

it  is  supposed  they  are  the  persons  who  murdered  the  said  Indians, 
aud  that  the  said  descriptions  be  inclosed  in  the  President's  letter, 
with  a  few  copies  of  the  Proclamation  issued  by  Council  on  the  9th 
of  July  last,  for  apprehending  the  said  murderers. 

Albret  Gallatin,  Esquire,  of  the  county  of  Fayette,  laid  before 
Council  a  certificate  from  Ephraim  Douglass,  ageut  for  the  sale  of 
forfeited  estates  in  the  said  county,  that  a  certain  James  M'Donald 
hath  purchased  at  public  sale  a  tract  of  two  hundred  and  ninety- 
five  acres,  &  a  half  of  an  acre  of  land  situate  in  the  said  county, 
on  the  waters  of  Dunlap's  creek,  which  was  forfeited  to  this  Com- 
monwealth by  Anthony  Yeldall's,  attainder  of  high  treaaon,  that  he 
hath  paid  the  purchase  money  therefore,  and  requesting  that  a 
patent  may  issue  to  the  said  James  McDonald,  for  the  said  land ; 
whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  a  patent  issue  to  the  said  James  McDonald,  for 
the  said  tract  of  land  in  the  usual  form. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Breading,  it  was  agreed  to  cancel  the  order 
which  was  granted  on  the  twelfth  instant,  to  Ephraim  Douglass, 
Esquire,  for  seven  hundred  and  sixty-three  pounds,  for  surveying 
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the  third  (Jistrict  of  depreciation  lands,  and  in  lieu  thereof  to  issue 
three  orders  amounting  to  the  same  sum,  vizt:  one  for  one  hundred 
pounds,  one  other  for  two  hundred  and  forty  pounds,  and  a  third 
for  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  twenty-three  pounds,  all  payable 
in  the  manner  expressed  in  the  minute  of  Council  of  that  day.

An  account  of  Captain  David  Crosby,  for  the  pay  of  his  com- 
pany of  Chester  county  militia,  for  militia  services  in  October, 
1781,  as  settled  by  the  Register  General  and  Comptroller  General, 
and  which  was  read  and  approved  in  Council  on  the  first  of  June, 
1790,  was  this  day  laid  before  the  Board,  and  an  order  directed  to 
issue  on  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  the  said  P)avid  Crosby,  for  the 
sum  of  seventy  pounds  five  shillings,  payable  out  of  the  monies 
arising  from  militia  fines  in  the  said  county,  being  the  amount  of 
the  said  account. 

A  letter  from  the  Comptroller  General  relative  to  the  account 
of  this  State  with  the  United  States,  was  received  and  read,  and 
reierred  to  the  committee  on  the  message. 

The' committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  letter  which  was  re- 
ceived yesterday  from  General  Richard  Butler,  Lieutenant  of  the 
county  of  Allegany,  made  a  report,  which  was  read  and  adopted, 
vizt : — The  committee  appointed  to  confer  with  Governor  St.  Clair 
on  the  letter  from  the  Lieutenant  of  the  county  of  Allegany,  toge- 
ther with  the  Attorney  General,  whose  advice  was  taken  on  the 
subject,  met  the  Honorable  Arthur  St.  Clair,  Esquire,  Governor  of 
the  Western  Territory,  in  conferrence  on  his  letter  to  the  Lieuten- 
ant above  mentioned,  demanding  five  huudred  men  of  the  militia  of 
this  State.  The  Attorney  General  produced  a  law  of  the  United 
States,  entituled  An  Act  for  regulatiug  the  military  establishment 
of  the  United  States,  passed  the  thirtieth  of  April,  1790,  by  which 
it  appears  that  the  President  of  the  United  States  is  authorized  to 
call  into  service,  from  time  to  time,  the  militia  of  the  States,  re- 
spectively, &ca.  As  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States 
vest  this  power  with  the  President  of  the  United  States,  your  com- 
mittee conceive  that  it  will  be  proper  for  the  Executive  of  this 
State  to  iuterfere  farther  than  to  see  that  the  militia  of  this  State 
are  regularly  and  compleatly  organized  agreeably  to  the  laws  of  the 
State.  Your  committee  therefore  humbly  submit  this  report  to  the 
Supreme  Executive  Council. 
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Upon  the  petition  of  John  Bridges,  of  the  county  of  Westmore- 
land, and  a  recommendation  from  four  of  the  Justices  of  the  Peace 
of  the  said  county  in  his  behalf,  for  remission  of  the  fine  of  ten 
pounds,  which  was  imposed  upon  the  petitioner  by  the  Court  of 
General  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace  of  the  said  county  for  keeping 
a  tipling  house,  contrary  to  law,  it  was  resolved  to  remit  the  said 
fine. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  Lieutenant  of  the  county  of  Washington  be 
directed  to  transmit  to  Council,  as  soon  as  may  be,  a  return  of  the 
officers  of  the  militia  of  the  said  county,  in  order  that  commissions 
may  issue  to  them,  and  that  the  Secretary  write  to  the  said  Lieu- 
tenant and  inclose  him  a  copy  of  this  resolution.

General  Watts  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Proper- 
ty, for  the  month  of  September. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill  of 
costs  on  the  enquiry  into  a  contested  election  of  Justices  of  the

Ji    message    from   the    President     and  the    Supreme    Executive 
Council  to  the  General  Assembly. 

Gentlemen: — Under  the  authority  of  a  resolution  of  Assembly 
of  the  thirty-first  of  March  last,  we  appointed  Timothy  Matlack, 
John  Adlum  and  Samuel  McClay,  to  examine  and  survey  the  Quit- 
tapahilla,  the  Swatara  and  parts  of  the  Susquehanna  and  Juniata 
rivers,  and  assigned  Frederick  Antis,  Reading  Howell  and  William 
Dean,  the  busiuess  of  exploring  the  country  near  the  head  waters  of 
Delaware,  of  the  East  Branch  of  Susquehanna,  and  of  the  rivers 
Lehigh  and  Schuylkill.  The  commissioners.set  out  on  the  duties  of 
their  respective  departments  in  May;  but  we  have  not  received  any 
communications  from  them. 

In  compliance  with  the  resolution  of  your  Honorable  House  o'f 
of  the  sixth  of  April,  we  have  purchased  a  convenient  lot  of  ground 
for  five  huudred  and  sixty-five  pounds  specie,  and  considerable  pro- 
gress is  made  in  erecting  upon  it  a  magazine  for  gunpowder. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  provide  by  law  for  payment,  the  price  of 
the  lot  and  the  expence  of  the  building,  which  as  nearly  as  we  can 
at  present  ascertain,  will  be  one  thousaud  nine  hundred  and  seven- 
ty-five pounds,  aud  we  are  of  opinion  that  it  will  likewise  be  proper 
to  give  a  legislative  sanction  to  the  storage  of  powder  belonging  to 
private  citizens,  as  soon  as  that  magazine  will  be  ready  to  recieve  it. 
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We  have  not  been  able  to  carry  into  effect  the  intention  of  the 
Legislature  expressed  by  the  act  of  the  sixth  of  April,  as  no  one 
has  been  willing  to  undertake  to  put  the  banks  of  Mud  Island  into 
good  repair,  for  the  sum  appropriated  by  the  law :  We  conceive 
that  twelve  hundred  pound  will  be  requisite  for  that  purpose. 

The  adjustment  of  the  claims  of  individuals  States  against  the  Uni- 
ted States,  being  an  object  of  considerable  moment,  several  States  had 
appointed  agents  to  attend  to  the  settlement  of  their  respective  ac- 
counts before  the  commissioners  appointed  by  Congress,  and  there- 
fore, in  conformity  to  the  sentiments  of  our  delegates,  as  well  as 
the  obvious  utility  of  the  measure,  we  have  during  your  recess, 
employed  Charles  Pettit,  Esquire,  for  that  purpose,  as  an  agent  on 
behalf  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania.  The  letter  from  our  Delegates 
and  a  letter  from  Mr.  Pettit,  respecting  the  business  of  his  agency, 
we  inclose,  together  with  a  letter  from  the  Comptroller  General 
upon  the  State  of  the  public  accounts. 

Council  being  called  upon  to  discharge  the  ballance  due  to  Ro- 
bert Galbraith,  Esquire,  on  his  contract  for  opening  the  road  from 
Frankstown  Branch  to  Connemougb,  we  lay  before  your  Honor- 
able House  the  information  we  have  with  respect  to  the  execution 
of  that  contract  from  William  Findley,  Esquire,  member  of  Coun- 
cil, who  at  our  request  has  examined  the  said  Board,  and  thinks 
it  has  been  laid  out  conformably  to  Mr.  Galbraith's  undertak- 
ing 

We  transmit  a  letter  from  the  Attorney  General,  on  account  of 
the  opinion  therein  expressed,  "that  it  would  be  sound  policy  to 
establish  a  rule  of  reciprocity  with  the  nations  of  Europe,  by  an  act 
of  the  Legislature,  declaring  the  subjects  of  those  States,  in  which 
our  citizens  are  permitted  to  enjoy  real  property,  devised  or  de- 
scending to  them  capable  of  a  similar  privilege  in  Pennsylvania. 

The  act  of  the  eleventh  of  February,  1789,  which  enables  alains 
to  purchase  and  hold  lands  in  this  Commonwealth,  will  soon  expire 
by  its  own  limitation,  and  we  conceive  that  a  general  and  perma- 
nent rule  on  this  important  subject,  ought  not  to  be  adopted.  How 
far  that  which  is  suggested  by  the  Attorney  General,  may  be  pro- 
per, we  submit  to  the  widom  of  the  Legislature. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  on  State  Island  having  represented 
to  us  that  the  wharf  on  the  Delaware,  for  the  landing  of  sick  pas- 
sengers, who  may  be  sent  to  the  hospital,  is  in  so  ruinous  a  condi- 
tion, that  unless  speedily  repaired  it  must  be  entirely  destroyed. 
We  enclose  their  memorial  and  recommend  it  to  the  attention  of  the 
Legislature. 

We  sincerely  lament  the  occasion  of  laying  before  you  the  depo- 
sitions of  several  persons,  from  which  it  appears  that  in  June  last, 
two  friendly  Indians  were  barbarously  murdered  on  Pine  creek, 
Northumberland  county.  In  order  to  manifest  our  abhorrence  of  the 
crime,  and  to  obtain,  if  possible,  the  persons  of  the  offenders,  a

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proclamation  was  issued  by  Council,  offering  a  reward  of  eight 
hundred  dollars  for  apprehending  them,  and  such  other  steps  have 
taken  upon  this  occasion  as  will,  we  hope,  effectually  appease  the 
resentment  of  the  Indians,  and  prevent  any  danger  of  retaliation. 

A  desire  to  promote  a  good  understanding  with  the  Indians  who 
reside  within  the  limits  of  this  State,  has  likewise  induced  us  to 
acquiesce  in  the  wish  which  Cornplanter  and  other  chiefs  of  the 
Six  Nations  have  expressed  to  visit  Philadelphia;  three  of  whom 
we  have  accordingly  invited,  and  they  will  probably  arrive  in  the 
course  of  a  few  days.

A  letter  from  Oliver  Phelps,  Esquire,  with  an  address  and  a 
string  of  Wampum  from  the  Chief  Councellors  and  warriors  of  the 
Seneca  nations  of  Indians,  respecting  the  two  freindly  Indians  who 
were  lately  murdered  on  the  waters  of  Pine  creek,  were  received 
and  read,  and  an  order  taken  that  the  same  be  transmitted  to  the 
General  Assembly  with  a  message  of  Council. 

A  letter  from  John  Beckley,  Esquire,  inclosing  three  copies  of 
the  journals  of  the  proceedings  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United,  was  also  received  and  read  \  and  it  was 

Ordered,  That  the  said  letter  and  one  copy  of  the  said  journal 
be  transmitted  with  the  said  message  to  the  House. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Daniel  Leet, 
Deputy  Surveyor  of  depreciation  lands,  delivered  in  a  report,  which 
was  read  and  adopted  as  follows  : 

That  at  the  public  sale  of  the  depreciation  lands,  seven  lots  were 
struck  off  to  Jacob  Bury  of  the  district  surveyed  by  the  said  Daniel 
Leet,  for  which  he  has  never  paid,  either  paid  the  purchase  money, 
office  or  Surveyor's  fees.  They,  therefore,  offer  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Resolved,  That  the  seven  lots  above  mentioned  be  considered  as 
reverting  to  the  State,  and  that  the  Deputy  Surveyor  be  entitled  to 
have  an  order  for  his  surveying  fees  on  the  settlement  of  his  ac- 
counts. 
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A  draft  of  a  message  to  the  General  Assembly  was  laid  before 
Council;  and  being  read,  was  adopted  as  follows,  vizt : 

A  Mtsmge  from  the  President  and  Supreme  Executive  Council 
to  the  General  Assembly  : 

Gentlemen  : — In  our  message  of  the  thirty-first  of  August,  we 
informed  your  Honorable  House  that  two  friendly  Indians  had 
been  barbarously  murdered  in  June  last  by  citizens  of  this  State, 
on  Pine  creek,  and  that  we  had  taken  measures  for  apprehending 
the  murJerers,  and  for  preventing  retaliation. 

•Mr.  King,  who  was  by  order  of  Conneil  dispatched  to  the  In- 
dian country  with  a  speech,  and  with  copies  of  a  proclamation 
issued  by  Council  for  apprehending  the  murderers,  returned  last 
evening.  He  has  brought  a  letter  from  Robert  Phelps,  dated 
Canandargua,  August  14th,  1790,  and  a  speech  from  several  Chiefs 
of  the  Seneca  nation,  to  which  the  two  Indians  who  were  mur- 
dered on  Pine  creek  belonged,  which  letter  aud  speech  we  inclose. 

We  conceive  it  to  be  of  great  importance  to  the  welfare  of  the 
good  people  of  this  State,  that  measures  should  be  immediately 
taken  for  quieting  the  minds  of  the  Indians.  We,  therefore,  re- 
quest a  couferrence  with  a  committee  of  the  General  Assembly  this 
morning  on  the  subject. 

"We  transmit  a  letter  from  the  State  Treasurer  relative  to  the 
Loan  Office,  with  an  account  of  monies  due  to  the  Commonwealth 
on  mortgages  prior  to  the  Revolution,  which  we  recommend  to  the 
attention  of  your  honorable  House. 

A  letter  from  John  Beckley,  Esquire,  Clerk  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States,  and  a  copy  of  the  journals 
of  the  proceedings  of  that  House  accompanying  this  message.

son, member  of  Council,  and  Mr.  Spalding,  of  Luzerne  county, 
be  requ  -  ed  to  carry  the  presents  to  the  Indians,

Upon  the  second  reading  of  the  report  of  the  committee  to  whom 
were  referred  the  several  accounts  of  the  expences  attending  the  re- 
ception of  the  President  of  the  United  States  and  on  the  anniver- 
sary of  independence,  it  was  agreed  that  the  Secretary  pay  to  John 
Grace  eighteen  pounds  sis  shillings  and  three  pence,  to  Robert 
Morrell  seventeen  pounds  ten  shillings,  to  John  Conelly  two  pounds 
one  shilling  and  eight  pence,  and  to  Anthony  Wright  fifteen  pounds 
four  shillings  and  six  pence,  being  in  full  for  their  several  accounts 
of  expences  as  aforesaid. 

An  order  was  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer  in  favour  of  Charles 
Biddle,  Enquire,  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
pounds,  for  which  he  is  to  be  accountable. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  application  of  Cather- 
ine Thompson,  widow  of  General  William  Thompson,  deceased, 
made  the  following  report,  viz :     That;  in  their  opinion,  the  said 
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Catherine  Thompson  was  entitled  to  the  provisions  made  in  the  act 
of  General  Assembly  passed  on  the  first  day  of  March,  1780,  en- 
titled An  Act  for  the  mure  effectual  supply  and  honourable  reward 
of  the  Pennsylvania  troops  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  of 
America;  whereupon,  it  was 

Resolved,  unanimously^  To  adopt  the  said  report. 

Upon  further  consideration  of  the  letter  from  Christian  Febiger, 
Esquire,  who  was,  on  the  fourth  instant,  re-appointed  Treasurer  of 
the  State,  it  was 

Resolved,  To  accept  William  Bell,  Joseph  Carson,  Andrew  Car- 
son, and  John  Pringle,  as  sureties  for  his  faith  full  execution  of  the 
said  office  according  to  law. 

Upon  the  second  reading  of  the  report  of  the  committee  to  whom 
was  referred  the  petition  of  John  Irwin,  Esquire,  of  Westmoreland 
county,  stating  that   the  gentlemen  appointed  by  Council  on  the 
day  of  ,  to  investigate  the  complaint  against 

Michael  Huffnagle,  Esquire,  u  do  not  consider  themselves  author- 
ized to  take  notice  of  anything  which  may  not  strictly  apply  to  his 
present  capacity  of  Prothonotary,  and  requesting  that  the  authority 
of  those  gentlemen  may  be  extended  to  an  investigation  of  all 
charges,  of  every  nature,  which  may  affect  Michael  Huffnagle,  in 
any  public  capacity  whatever." 

Resolved,  That  Council  cannot  comply  with  the  said  request,  and 
that  the  petition  of  John  Irwin,  Esquire,  be  dismissed.

Note  — An  error  has  taken  place  in  drafting  the  traverse,  owing 
to  the  poor  conveniences  of  pasting  paper,  which  I  did  not  discover 
until  I  applied  it  to  the  random  line,  and  time  would  not  then  ad- 
mit of  the  connection,  otherwise  I  would  have  drafted  all  again. 
From  opposite  Greensburgh  to  Pittsburgh,  and  back  to  Colonel 
Erwin's,  may  be  relied  on  to  be  exact  as  is  practicable,  except  the 
general  plan  of  Brush  creek,  which  is  only  at  random. 

The  principal  error  in  drafting  is  on  the  eastward  of  the  forty- 
three  mile  post,  or  tree,  as  they  come  near  at  that  place.

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The  report  of  the  Commissioners  who  were  appointed  to  view 
the  before-mentioned  road,  is  as  follows  : 

Bedford,  May  26th,  1790. 
In  consequence  of  a  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  dated  the  twenty-first  day  of  No- 
vember, 1788,  and  an  extract  from  the  minutes  tested  in  Council 
the  fourteenth  day  of  March,  1789,  and  to  us  directed,  we  have 
viewed  and  marked  out  a  road  between  Bedford  and  Pittsburgh, 
agreeably  to  the  directions  given  in  said  resolution,  to  the  best  of 
our  knowledge  and  understanding,  a  plan  of  which  we  hereunto 
annex,  and  would  just  observe  to  Council  that  we  consider  it  im- 
practicable to  make  it  nearer  without  increasing  the  expence  to 
such  a  degree  that  we  fear  being  approved,  at  the  same  time  are  of 
opinion  that  the  distance  may  be  shortened  considerably  by  great 
labor  and  expence,  in  forcing  a  passage  down  the  Allegany  moun- 
tains, northward  of  the  present  road,  which  we  have  not  attempted 
for  the  reasons  aforesaid.  We  have  viewed  with  much  attention 
the  ground  westward  thereof,  and  find  it  is  not  impossible,  altho' 
very  difficult.

The  Treasurer  and  Register  General's  reports  upon  the  follow- 
ing accounts,  were  read  and  approved,  vizt : 

Of  Samuel  Turbutt,  Esquire,  Collector  of  Excise  in  the  county 
of  Lancaster,  for  excise  collected  from  the  third  of  October,  1789, 
untill  the  twenty-eighth  of  September,  1790,  amounting  to  one 
thousand  two  hundred  and  eight  pounds  three  shillings  and  two 
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pence,  which  sum  hath  been  paid  into  the  Treasury,  except  eight 
pounds  charged  for  expences. 

Of  Jacob  Arndt,  junior,  treasurer  of  the  county  of  Northampton, 
for  monies  received  on  account  of  taxes  in  said  county,  from  March 
to  September,  1790,  amounting  to  nine  hundred  and  eighty-two 
pounds  fifteen  shillings  and  ten  pence. 

Of  Matthew  Irwin,  Esquire,  Master  of  the  Rolls,  for  inrolling 
the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  from  the  nineteenth  of  November, 
1789,  untill  the  twenty-third  of  April,  1790,  amounting  to  forty- 
five  pounds  one  shilling  and  four  pence,  for  which  sum  an  order 
was  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer. 

An  order  was  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer  in  favor*  of  the  Honor- 
able Lord  Butler,  Esquire,  for  the  sum  of  thirty-three  pounds  fif- 
teen shillings,  being  the  amount  of  his  account  for  attendance  in 
Council  from  the  twenty-fourth  of  August,  untill  the  twenty-ninth 
of  September,  1790,  inclusively,  and  mileage  coming  to  Philadel- 
phia and  returning  home. 

Thomas  Johnston,  Esquire,  was  appointed  a  Justice  of  the  Peace 
and  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  and  for  the  county  of  Frank- 
lin, upon  a  return  made  according  to  law  for  the  township  of  An- 
trim in  the  said  county. 

An  order  was  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer  in  favor  cf  John  Donald- 
son, Esquire,  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  pounds, 
being  one-quarter  salary  due  to  him  as  Register  General  of  the  ac- 
counts of  this  State,  and  ending  the  twenty-eight  instant,  accord- 
ing to  the  Comptroller  General  report. 

A  petition  from  Thomas  Gregory  now  confined  in  the  jail  of 
this  city  for  larceny,  with  a  certificate  from  Mr.  Reynolds  the 
jailor,  that  his  time  of  servitude  is  expired,  and  that  he  has  been  of 
good  behaviour  during  his  confinement;  being  read,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  fine  of  thirty-five  shillings  and  punishment, 
to  which  he  was  sentenced  by  the  Mayor's  Court  for  the  said  offence 
be  remitted. 

The  fine  of  five  pounds  to  which  George  Reinhart  was  sentenced 
by  the  Mayor's  Court  for  an  assault  and  battery  upon  a  certain 
George  Heck,"  was  also  remitted  agreeably  to  the  prayer  of  his  peti- 
tion. 

A  petition  from  George  Detrick  Molk,  who  hath  been  convicted 
at  the  Mayor's  Court  of  larceny  in  stealing  a  quantity  of  thread, 
the  proporty  of  William  Deshong,  stating  that  this  is  the  first  of- 
fence, and  praying  that  Council  would  be  pleased  to  grant  him  a

Cornplanter  : — Brothers,  we  were  very  happy  when  we  received 
the  answer  to  our  letter  sent  to  the  Quaker  State;  we  are  very  hap- 
py to  see  you.  We  could  not  come  at  the  time  appointed,  it  was 
two  soon  afterwards,  when  we  were  coming  we  heard  of  the  murder 
of  two  of  our  people,  I  was  obliged  to  satisfy  my  people.  After  I  had 
satisfied  my  people,  I  received  a  message  from  the  Shawnese  and 
other  nations  that  I  should  not  come  till  we  had  a  Council  with 
them.  When  the  fire  was  kindled  with  the  Shawnese  they  brought 
a  Virginia  scalp  and  insisting  on  our  seizing  the  scalp,  or  they  would 
treat  us  the  same  as  the  Big  Knife;  we  told  them  the  Council  was 
for  peace  not  for  war,  I  sent  to  all  the  tribes  to  be  at  peace  with 
the  thirteen  fires. 

Brothers: — I  am  much  fatigued,  I  want  to  get  a  friend  to  write 
my  speech,  as  no  interpreter  can  do  it  as  well  as  if  it  was  wrote.  I 
will  be  ready  on  Tuesday  morning. 

President : — The  Council  have  given  orders  to  the  Secretary  to 
supply  you  with  what  is  immediately  necessary.

The  committee  on  the  complaint  of  William  Dean  and  Christian 
Dull,  respecting  the  election  of  Sheriffs  for  the  county  of  Mont- 
gomery,, requesting  that  John  Richards,  Henry  Sheetz  and  John 
Pugh,  Esquires,  in  whose  hands  the  boxes  containing  the  talley 
lists  and  votes  are,  be  supoenaed  to  attend  Council  on  Tuesday 
next,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  in  the  Council,  with  the  boxes 
containing  the  papers  aforesaid. 

The  Cornplanter  and  the  five  Indians  who  accompanied  him  at- 
tended, and  made  to  Council  the  following  representation  : 

The  Fathers  of  the  Quaker  State,  Obeale  or  Cornplanter,  returns 
thanks  to  God  for  the  pleasure  he  has  in  meeting  you  this  day  with 
six  of  his  people. 

Fathers: — Six  years  ago  I  had  the  pleasure  of  making  peace 
with  you,  and  at  that  time  a  hole  was  dug  in  the  earth,  and  all  con- 
tentions between  my  nation  and  you  ceased  and  were  buried  there. 

At  a  treaty  then  held  at  Fort  Stanwix  between  the  six  nations  of 
Indians  and  the  Thirteen  Fires,  three  friends  from  the  Quaker  State 
came  to  me  and  treated  with  me  for  the  purchase  of  a  large  tract 
of  land  upon  the  Northern  boundary  of  Pennsylvania,  extending 
from  Tioga  to  Lake  Erie  for  the  use  of  their  warriors.  I  agreed  to 
the  sale  of  the  same,  and  sold  it  to  them  for  four  thousand  dollars. 
I  begged  of  them  to  take  pity  on  my  nation  and  not  buy  it  forever. 
They  said  they  would  purchase  it  forever,  but  that  they  would  give 
me  further  one  thousand  dollars  in  goods  when  the  leaves  were 
ready  to  fall,  and  when  I  found  that  they  were  determined  to  have 
it,  I  agreed  that  they  should  have  it.     I  then    requested,  as  they

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were  determined  to  have  the  land  to  permit  my  people  to  have  the 
game  and  hunt  upon  the  same,  which  request  they  complied  with, 
and  promised  me  to  have  it  put  upon  record,  that  I  and  my  people 
should  have  that  priviledge. 

Fathers: — The  six  nations  then  requested  that  another  talk 
might  be  held  with  the  Thirteen  Fires,  which  was  agreed  to,  and  a 
talk  was  afterwards  held  between  them  at  Muskingum.  Myself 
with  three  of  my  chiefs  attended  punctually,  and  were  much  fa- 
tigued in  endeavoring  to  procure  the  attendance  of  the  other  na- 
tions, but  none  of  them  came  to  the  Council  Fire  except  the  Dela- 
wares  and  the  Wyandots. 

Fathers  : — At  the  same  treaty  the  Thirteen  Fires  asked  me  on 
which  side  I  would  die,  whether  on  their  side,  or  the  side  of  those 
nations  who  did  not  attend  the  Council  Fire.  I  replied,  listen  to 
me  fathers  of  the  Thirteen  Fires,  I  hope  you  will  consider  how  kind 
your  fathers  were  treated  by  our  fathers,  the  six  nations,  when  they 
first  came  into  this  country,  since  which  time  you  have  become 
strong,  insomuch,  that  I  now  call  you  fathers. 

In  former  days  when  you  were  young  and  weak  I  used  to  call 
you  brother,  but  now  I  call  you  father.  Father,  I  hope  you  will 
take  pity  on  your  children,  for  now  I  inform  you  that  I'll  die  on 
your  side.     Mow  father  I  hope  you  will  make  my  bed  strong. 

Fathers  of  the  Quaker  State: — I  speak  but  little  now,  but  will 
speak  more  when  the  Thirteen  Fires  meet,  I  will  only  inform  you 
further,  that  when  I  had  finished  my  talk  with  the  Thirteen  Fires, 
General  Gibson,  who  was  sent  by  the  Quaker  State,  came  to  the  fire, 
and  said  that  the  Quaker  State  had  bought  of  the  Thirteen  Fires  a 
tract  of  land  extending  from  the  Northern  boundary  of  Pennsylva- 
nia at  Connewango  river  to  Bufifaloe  creek  on  Lake  Erie,  and  thence 
along  the  said  Lake  to  the  Northern  boundary  of  Pennsylvania 
aforesaid.  Hearing  this  I  run  to  my  father,  and  said  to  him  father 
have  you  sold  this  land  to  the  Quaker  State,  and  he  said  he  did  not 
know,  it  might  have  been  done  since  he  came  there.  I  then  disputed 
with  Gibson  and  Butler,  who  was  with  him  about  the  same,  and 
told  them  I  would  be  satisfied  if  the  line  was  run  from  Conewango 
river  thro'  Chatochque  Lake  to  Lake  Erie,  for  Gibson  and  Butler 
had  told  me  that  the  Quaker  State  had  purchased  the  land  from 
the  Thirteen  Fires,  but  that  notwithstanding  the  Quaker  State  had 
given  to  me  one  one  thousand  dollars  in  fine  prime  goods  which 
were  ready  for  me  and  my  people  at  Fort  Pitt,  we  then  agreed 
that  the  line  should  be  run  from  Conewango  river  thro'  Chatoch- 
que Lake  into  Lake  Erie,  and  that  one-half  of  the  fish  in  Chatoch- 
que Lake  should  be  mine  and  one-half  theirs.  They  then  said  as 
the  Quaker  State  had  purchased  the  whole  from  the  Thirteen  Fires, 
that  the  Thirteen  Fires  must  pay  bark  to  the  Quaker  State  the 
value  of  the  remaining  land.  When  I  heard  this  my  mind  was  at 
ease,  and  I  was  sati;>fied.  I  then  proposed  to  give  a  half  mile  square 
of  land  upon  the  line  so  agreed  upon  to  a  Mr.  Ilartzhorn  who  was 
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an  Ensign  in  Generals  Harmar's  army  out  to  a  Mr.  Britt  a  cadet 
who  acted  as  a  clerk  upon  the  occasion,  and  who  I  well  know  by 
the  name  of  Half-Town,  for  the  purpose  of  their  settling  thereto 
prevent  any  mischief  being  committed  in  future  upon  my  people's 
lands,  and  I  hoped  that  the  Quaker  State  would  in  addition  there- 
to give  them  another  half  mile  square  on  their  side  of  the  line  so 
agreed  upon  for  the  same  purpose,  expecting  thereby  that  the  line 
so  agreed  upon  would  be  known  with  sufficient  certainty,  and  that  no 
disputes  would  thereafter  arise  between  my  people  and  the  Quaker 
State  concerning  it.  I  then  went  to  my  father  of  the  Thirteen  Fires 
and  told  him  1  was  satisfied,  and  the  coals  being  covered  up  I  said 
to  my  children  you  must  take  your  course  right  thro'  the  woods  to 
Fort  Pitt.  When  I  was  leaving  Muskingum  my  own  son  who  re- 
mained a  little  while  behind  to  warm  himself  at  the  fire  was  robbed 
of  a  rifle  by  one  of  the  white  men,  who,  I  believe,  to  have  been  a 
Yankee.  Myself  with  Mr.  Joseph  Nicholson  and  a  Mr.  Morgan 
then  travelled  three  days  together  thro'  the  wilderness,  but  the 
weather  being  very  severe  they  were  obliged  to  separate  from  me, 
and  I  sent  some  of  my  own  people  along  with  Mr.  Nicholson  and 
Mr.  Morgan  as  guides  to  conduct  them  on  to  Wheelen.  After  I 
had  separated  from  Mr.  Nicholson  and  Mr.  Morgan,  I  had  under 
my  charge  one  hundred  and  seventy  persons  of  my  own  nation  con- 
sisting of  men,  women  and  children  to  conduct  thro'  the  wilderness 
through  heaps  of  briars,  and  having  lost  our  way,  we,  with  great 
difficulty  reached  Wheelen.  When  arrived  there  being  out  of  pro- 
vision I  requested  of  a  Mr.  Zanes  to  furnish  me  and  my  people 
with  beacon  and  flour  to  the  amount  of  seventeen  dollars,  to  be 
paid  for  out  of  the  goods  belonging  to  me  and  my  people  at  Fort 
Pitte.  Having  obtained  my  request,  I  proceeded  on  my  journey" 
for  Pittsburg,  and  about  ten  miles  from  Wheelen  my  party  were 
fired  upon  by  three  white  people,  and  one  of  my  people  in  the  rear 
of  my  party  received  two  shot  thro'  his  blanket. 

Fathers: — It  was  a  constant  practice  with  me  throughout  the 
whole  journey  to  take  great  care  of  my  People,  and  not  suffer 
them  to  commit  any  outrages  or  drink  more  than  what  their  neces- 
sities required.  During  the  whole  of  my  journey  only  one  accident 
happened  which  was  owing  to  the  kiudness  of  the  people  of  the 
town  called  Catfish,  in  the  Quaker  State,  who,  while  I  was  talking 
with  the  head  men  of  the  town,  gave  to  my  People  more  liquor 
than  was  proper,  and  some  of  them  got  drunk,  which  obliged  me  to 
continue  there  with  my  People  all  night,  and  in  the  night  my  Peo- 
ple were  robbed  of  three  rifles  and  one  shot  gun ;  and  though  every 
endeavour  was  used  by  the  head  men  of  the  town  upon  complaint 
made  to  them  to  discover  the  perpetrators  of  the  robery,  they  could 
not  be  found  ;  and  on  my  People's  complaining  to  me  I  told  them 
it  was  their  own  faults  by  getting  drunk. 

Fathers : — Upon  my  arrival  at  Fort  Pitt  I  saw  the  goods  which 
I  had  been  informed  of  at  Muskingum,  and  one  hundred  of  the 
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blankets  were  all  moth  eaton  and  good  fornot'g.  I  was  advised  not 
to  take  the  blankets,  but  the  blankets  which  I  and  my  People  then 
had  being  all  torn  by  the  briars  in  our  passage  thro'  the  wilderness, 
we  were  under  the  necessity  of  taking  them  to  keep  ourselves  warm; 
and  what  most  surprised  me,  was  that  after  I  had  received  the  goods 
iihey  extinguished  the  fire  and  swept  away  the  ashes,  and  having 
no  interpreter  there  I  would  talk  with  no  one  upon  the  subject. — 
Feeling  myself  much  hurt  upon  the  occasion,  I  wrote  a  letter  to 
you  Fathers  of  the  Quaker  State,  complaining  of  the  injury,  but 
never  received  any  answer.  Having  waited  a  considerable  time, 
and  having  heard  that  my  letter  got  lost,  I  wrote  a  second  time  to 
you  Fathers  of  the  Quaker  State  and  then  I  received  an  answer. 

I  am  very  thankfull  to  have  received  this  answer,  and  as  the  an- 
swer intreated  me  to  come  and  speak  for  myself,  I  thank  God  that 
I  have  this  opportunity,  I  therefore,  speak  to  you  as  follows.  I  hope 
that  you.  Fathers  of  the  Quaker  State,  will  fix  some  person  at  Fort 
Pitt  to  take  care  of  me  and  my  People.  I  wish,  and  it  is  the  wish 
of  my  People  if  agreeable  to  you  that  my  present  interpreter  Joseph 
Nicholson,  may  be  the  person,  as  I  and  my  People  have  a  confi- 
dence in  him,  and  are  satisfied  that  he  will  always  exert  himself  to 
preserve  peace  and  harmony  between  you  and  us.  My  reasons  for 
wishing  an  interpreter  to  be  placed  there,  are  that  often  times  when 
my  hunters  and  People  come  there,  their  canoes  and  other  things 
are  stolen,  and  they  can  obtain  no  redress,  not  having  any  person 
there  on  whom  they  can  rely  to  interpret  for  them  and  see  justice 
done  to  them. 

Fathers  of  the  Quaker  State  : — About  a  year  ago  a  young  man 
#one  of  my  Tribe  who  lived  among  the  Shawanese,  was  one  of  a 
party  who  had  committed  some  outrages  and  stolen  a  quantity  of 
skins  the  property  of  David  Duncan,  being  at  Fort  Pitt,  was  seized 
by  the  White  People  there  who  would  have  put  him  into  confine- 
ment and  perhaps  to  death  had  not  some  of  the  Chiefs  of  the  Seneca 
Nation,  interfered  and  bound  themselves  to  the  said  David  Duncan, 
who  insisted  upon  satisfaction,  for  payment  of  the  sum  of  five  hun- 
dred and  thirty  dollars  for  the  said  skins  so  stolen,  upon  which  the 
young  man  aforesaid  was  released  an  1  delivered  up  to  them. 

Fathers  of  the  Quaker  Slate  : — I  wish  now  to  acquaiut  you  with 
what  happened  to  one  of  my  people  about  four  yeais  ago,  four 
miles  above  Fort  Pitt :  A  young  man  who  was  married  to  my  wife's 
sister,  when  he  was  hunting,  was  murdered  by  a  white  man.  There 
were  three  reasons  for  his  being  killed  :  In  the  first  place  he  had 
a  very  fine  riding  horse;  secondly,  he  was  very  richly  drest,  and 
had  about  him  a  good  deal  of  silver;  and  thirdly,  he  had  with  him 
a  very  fine  rifle.  The  white  man  invited  him  to  his  house,  to  light 
from  his  horse,  and  as  he  was  getting  off  his  horse,  his  head  being 
rather  down,  the  white  man  struck  him  with  a  tomahawk  on  the 
head  aud  killed  him,  and  having  plundered  him  dragged  him  into 
the  river.     Upon  the  discovery  of  the  murder,  my  people,  with  Mr.

Nicholson  and  Mr.  Duncan,  had  a  great  deal  of  trouble,  and  took 
a  great  deal  of  pains  to  find  out  the  person  who  had  committed  the 
murder,  and  after  three  days'  searching,  they  discovered  him. 

Fathers  of  the  Quaker  Slate  : — About  five  years  ago,  one  of  my 
Cheifs,  named  Half  Town,  was  sent  to  Fort  Pitt  to  deliver  up  into 
your  hands  your  own  flesh  and  blood  who  were  taken  in  the  war, 
and  before  he  returned  two  horses  were  stolen  from  him  by  the 
white  people.  Now,  Fathers,  I  will  inform  you  of  another  acci- 
dent which  happened  to  my  people  last  winter,  fifteen  miles  below 
Fort  Pitt.  My  nephew,  with  a  hunting  party,  being  there,  was 
shot  thro'  the  head  in  Mr.  Nicholson's  camp,  the  particulars  of 
which  Mr.  Nicholson,  who  is  here  present  can  inform  you  of. 

Well,  Fathers,  I  beg  of  you  once  more  not  to  let  such  bad  peo- 
ple be  'longside  of  me.  And,  Fathers,  you  must  not  think  I  or  any 
of  my  people  are  bad  or  wish  evil  to  you  or  yours,  nor  must  you 
blame  us  for  mischiefs  that  have  been  committed  by  the  other  na- 
tions. Fathers,  consider  me  and  my  people,  and  the  many  inju- 
ries we  have  sustained  by  the  repeated  robberies,  and  in  the  mur- 
ders &  depredations  committed  by  the  whites  against  us. 

It  is  my  wish  and  the  wishes  of  my  people  to  live  peaceably  and 
quietly  with  you  and  yours,  but  the  losses  we  have  sustained  re- 
quire some  compensation.  I  have,  with  the  consent  of  my  people, 
agreed  to  receive  from  you  eight  hundred  and  thirty  dollars,  as  a 
satisfaction  for  all  losses  and  injuries  I  and  my  people  have  sus- 
tained, and  this  being  paid  me  by  you,  to  enable  me  to  satisfy  such 
of  my  people  as  have  sustained  those  losses  and  suffered  those  inju- 
ries, we  shall,  I  hope,  in  future  live  peaceable  together,  and  bury 
in  the  earth  all  ill  will  and  enmity  to  each  other. 

Fathers  of  the  Quaker  State : — I  have  now  had  the  pleasure  to 
meet  you  with  six  of  my  people.  We  have  come  a  great  way,  by 
your  desire,  to  talk  with  you  and  to  shew  to  you  the  many  injuries  my 
nation  has  sustained.  It  now  remains  with  you  to  do  with  me  and 
my  people  what  you  please,  on  account  of  the  present  trouble  which 
I  and  my  people  have  taken  for  your  satisfaction,  and  in  compliance 
with  your  request 

Fathers,  having  come  this  great  way  at  your  request,  and  as  it  is. 
necessary  for  some  of  us  to  remain  here  to  talk  with  the  Thirteen 
Fires  when  they  meet,  I  have  concluded  to  send  back  four  of  my 
people,  and  to  remain  here  myself  with  Half  Town  and  my  inter- 
preter, Mr.  Nicholson,  untill  that  time,  which  I  hope  you  will  ap- 
prove of.  But  should  ycu  not  approve  of  it,  I  must  be  under  the 
necessity  of  returning  with  the  whole  of  my  people,  which  will  be 
attended  with  a  considerable  expence. 

Fathers  oj  the  Quaker  State : — You  have  now  got  the  most  of 
our  lands,  and  have  taken  the  game  upon  the  same.  We  have  only 
the  privilege  of  hunting  and  fishing  thereon.  I,  therefore,  would 
make  this  further  request,  that  a  store  may  be  established  at  Fort 
Pitt  for  the  accommodation  of  my  people  and  the  other  nations 
when  they  go  out  to  hunt )  and  where  they  may  purchase  goods  at 
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a  reasonable  price.  For,  believe  roe,  Fathers,  you  yourselves  would 
be  frightened  were  you  to  know  the  extravagent  prices  we  are 
obliged  to  pay  for  the  goods  we  purchase. 

There  is  a  man  (Esquire  Wilkie,)  in  Pittsburg,  who  has  taken  a 
great  deal  of  pains  to  serve  my  people,  and  has  pitied  them  ;  my 
people,  when  there,  are  very  kindly  treated  by  him,  and  give  him  a 
great  deal  of  trouble,  but  he  thinks  nothing  of  it;  he  is  the  man 
my  people  wish  should  have  the  charge  of  the  store. 

Fathers  oj  the  Quaker  State: — I  have  heard  that  you  have  been 
pleased  to  present  to  me  a  tract  of  land,  but  as  yet  I  have  seen  no 
writings  for  the  same  ;  well,  Fathers,  if  it  is  true  that  you  have 
given  me  this  tract  of  land,  I  can  only  thank  you  for  the  same, 
but  I  hope  yuu  will  also  give  me  tools  and  materials  for  workiug 
the  same. 

Fathers  of  the  Quaker  State: — Five  years  ago,  when  I  used  to 
be  with  my  present  interpreter  Joseph  Nicholson,  he  took  care  of 
me  and  my  people.  Considering  his  services  and  the  difficulties 
he  underwent  in  his  journey  from  Muskingum  to  Fort  Pitt,  the 
Six  Nations  wished  to  have  him  seated  upon  a  tract  of  land  of  six 
miles  square,  lying  in  the  Forks  of  Allegany  river,  and  Broken 
Straw  creek,  and  accordingly  patented  the  same  to  him,  this  being 
the  place  where  a  battle  was  fought  between  my  people  and  yours, 
and  where  about  thirty  of  my  people  were  beaten  by  him  and 
twenty-five  of  your  people,  and  where  he  was  shot  thro'  the  thigh. 
Now,  Fathers,  it  is  my  wish,  and  I  tell  you  it  is  the  wish  of  the 
whole  six  nations,  in  behalf  of  whom  and  myself,  I  request  that 
you  would  grant  and  confirm  to  our  brother  and  friend,  the  before 
named  Joseph  Nicholson,  the  aforesaid  tract  of  land;  as  described 
in  our  patent  or  grant  to  him. 

This,  Fathers,  is  all  I  have  to  say  to  the   Quaker  State,  and  I 
hope  you  will  consider  well  all  I  have  mentioned.

The  Comptroller  and  Register  General's  reports  upon  the  accounts 
of  George  Wall,  Esquire,  Agent  for  the  sale  of  Confiscated  Estates 
in  Bucks  county,  for  his  commissions  and  the  expences  attending 
the  sale  of  a  tract  of  sixteen  acres  of  land  in  Bensalem  township,  in 
the  said  county,  forfeited  by  the  attainder  of  Samuel  Biles  of  high 
treason,  which  was  read  approved  in  Council  on  the  thirtieth  day 
of  June  last,  was  this  day  laid  before  the  Board  ;  and  thereupon, 
an  order  was  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer  for  the  sum  of  nine  pounds 
eight  shillings  and  one  penny,  in  favor  of  the  said  George  Wall, 
being  due  to  him  for  the  expences  aforesaid. 

And  a  certificate  for  the  sum  of  £2  17  2,  was  directed  to  issue 
to  Mr.  Wall  for  his  commission  upon  the  said  sale. 

A  draft  of  a  letter  to  the  Cornplanter  and  the  five  Indians  who 
accompanied  him,  in  answer  to  the  representation  which  they  made 
to  Council  yesterday,  was  laid  before  the  Board,  read  and  adopted 
as  follows,  vizt  : 

In  Council,  Philadelphia,  October  30th,  1790. 

Brothers  : — Council  have  seriously  considered  the  several  mat? 
ters  which  you  laid  before  them  yesterday  morning,  and  assure  you 
that  it  is  their  sincere  desire  to  have  all  your  complaints  examined 
into  and  satisfactorily  and  speedily  removed. 

But  the  change  which  has  been  made  in  the  government  of  the 
State,  puts  it  out  of  the  power  of  this  Council  to  give  special  an- 
swers to  the  most  material  parts  of  your  speech. 

On  the  first  Tuesday  of  next  December,  the  Legislature  of  Penn- 
sylvania will  meet  under  the  new  form  of  Government,  and  on  the 
twenty-fourth  of  the  same  month  the  new  Governor  will  commence 
his  administration. 

When  those  events  take  place,  your  speech,  together  with  such 
further  representation  of  a  public  nature,  which  you  may  think 
proper  to  make  to  us,  shall  be  faithfully  communicated  to  the  new 
Government  for  their  consideration  and  decision. 

There  are,  however,  two  points  on  which  we  may  with  propriety 
now  decide. 
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The  first,  the  grant  to  the  Cornplanter  of  one  thousand  five  hun- 
dred acres  of  land  by  the  General  Assembly,  on  the  twenty-fourth 
day  of  March,  1789. 

We  would  long  ago  have  ordered  the  survey  of  the  land  for  the 
Cornplanter,  but  being  willing  to  gratify  him  in  his  choice  of  a 
tract,  we  instructed  General  Butler  to  consult  with  him  on  that 
subject,  and  have  waited  to  this  time  for  his  determination. 

If  he  will  inform  us  in  what  part  of  the  unlocated  lands  of  the 
State  he  wishes  his  survey  to  be  made,  we  will  order  the  Surveyor 
General  to  have  the  tract  laid  out  without  further  delay. 

The  second  point  on  which  we  shall  decide,  is  the  Cornplanter' s 
request,  that  Half  Town  and  Mr.  Nicholson  may  remain  with  him 
in  Philadelphia  untill  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature  of  the  United 
States,  or  untill  the  President  shall  arrive  here. 

We  cheerfully  comply  with  that  request,  and  approved  of  his 
sending  back  the  other  Chiefs  and  Warriors. 

And  in  order  to  make  the  residence  of  the  Cornplanter,  Half 
Town  and  Mr.  Nicholson  in  Philadelphia,  as  convenient  and  agree- 
bly  as  possible,  Council  will  instruct  their  Secretary  to  provide 
suitable  lodgings  for  them  in  a  private  family. 

Chiefs  and  Warriors  who  are  to  return  to  the  Seneca  Nation.-— 

We  desire  you  to  inform  the  Seneca  Nation  that  the  Government 
of  Pennsylvania  entertain  sentiments  of  the  most  sincere  friendship 
for  them,  and  are  anxious  to  prevent  injuries  being  done  by  its 
citizens  to  their  persons  and  property. 

But  as  evil  disposed  men  exist  in  every  society,  and  as  violence 
may  sometimes  be  committed  by  such  men  upon  the  persons  and 
property  of  the  Indians,  the  Government  will  think  it  their  duty 
upon  complaint  being  made  of  such  violence  having  been  commited, 
to  endeavour  to  have  the  offenders  apprehended  and  brought  to 
Justice. 

In  the  instance  of  the  Walkers  and  Doyle,  this  Council  has  done 
everything  in  their  power  to  have  them  secured  and  brought  to  tryal, 
they  have  succeeded  only  with  respect  to  Doyle,  but  will  continue 
their  exertions  for  the  securing  of  the  Walkers. 

Doyle  will  be  conveyed  next  week  to  Sunbury  under  a  strong 
gaurd,  to  stand  his  trial ;  should  he  be  convicted,  there  is  little 
doubt  of  his  being  capitally  punished. 

We  wish  you  may  arrive  at  your  own  homes  in  good  health,  and: 
find  your  families  in  the  possession  of  the  same  blessings.

JResoIved,  That  John  Montgomery  and  Alexander  McGuichen, 
Esquires,  be  appointed  Commissioners  to  take  from  the  said  Sheriff 
and  Coroners  the  recognizances  and  bonds  which  the  act  of  Assem- 
bly aforesaid  requires,  and  that  the  said  Commissioners  make  a  re- 
port to  Council  of  their  proceedings  in  the  premises. 

William  McFarland  and  James  McGlaughlin,  of  the  county  of 
Cumberland,  were  offered  and  accepted  as  sureties'  for  the  said 
Thomas  Buckhanan's  faithful  performance  of  the  office  of  Sheriff 
of  the  said  county,'  according  to  law.

A  letter  from  the  Cornplanter,  (by  Colonel  Proctor,)  in  behalf  of 
himself  and  the  Indians  who  were  with  him,  requesting  a  loan  of 
one  hundred  and  ninety  dollars  on  account,  to  procure  supplies  for 
their  families,  was  read;  whereupon,  it  was  agreed  that  the  fol- 
lowing answer  be  given  to  the  said  request  of  the  Cornplanter: 

In  Council,  Philadelphia,  November  3rd,  1790. 

Brothers  : — Council  have  considered  the  requests  made  by  Corn- 
planter,  that  one  hundred  and  ninety  dollars  should  be  advanced  to 
him  and  to  the  Chiefs  and  warriors  who  have  accompanied  him  to 
Philadelphia,  to  procure  supplies  of  cloathing  and  other  necessaries 
for  their  families. 

However  desirous  Council  may  be  of  complying  with  every  rea- 
sonable desire  of  the  Cornplanter,  we  conceive  that  it  is  not  in  our 
power,  for  reasons  stated  to  him  in  our  answer  to  his  speech  of  the 
thirteenth  day  of  October  last,  to  comply  with  his  present  request. 
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At  the  same  time,  we  declare  it  our  determination  to  allow  to 
him  and  to  his  companions  every  thing  which  can  be  considered  as 
essential  to  their  comfortable  residence  in  the  city,  and  to  their

But  whatever  relates  to  any  demand  of  the  Cornplanter  against 
the  State,  or  to  an  advance  of  money  on  account,  must  be  deferred 
untill  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature  in  December  next.

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  Council,  the  appointment  of 
Charles  Pettit,  Esquire,  as  an  agent  to  support  the  claims  of  Penn- 
sylvania before  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  established  for  settling 
the  claims  of  the  particular  States  against  the  United  States,  was 
a  measure  necessary  in  itself,  is  justified  by  the  example  of  several 
other  States,  and  has  proved  beneficial  to  the  interests  of  this  Com- 
monwealth. 

Resolved,  That  as  the  object  of  the  above  mentioned  appointment 
has  not  been  perfectly  accomplished,  Council  earnestly  recommend 
it  to  the  first  legislature  under  the  new  Constitution  to  make  effec- 
tual provision  not  only  for  compensating  the  services  which  Mr* 
Pettit  has  already  tendered,  but  also  for  the  continuance  of  an 
agent  of  the  same  description,  until  the  accounts  between  this  State 
and  the  United  States  shall  be  finally  adjusted. 

The  following  orders  were  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer,  vizt : 

In  favor  of  the  Honorable  William  Findly,  for  thirty-one  pounds 
ten  shillings,  in  full  for  his  attendance  in  Council  from  seventeenth 
of  November  to  the  9th  of  December,  and  his  mileage  coming  to 
Philadelphia  and  returning  home. 

In  favour  of  the  Honorable  William  Wilson,  for  attendance  in 
Council  from  the  9th  of  August  to  the  7th  of  September,  and 
from  the  10th  to  the  21st  of  December,  and  his  mileage  coming  to 
Philadelphia  in  August  and  returning  home  at  this  time,  amount- 
ing to  thirty-nine  pounds. 

In  favor  of  the  Honorable  Richard  Willing,  for  seventeen  pounds 
two  shillings,  in  full  for  attendance  in  Council  from  the  3d  to  the 
£lst  of  December,  and  eight  mileages  coming  to  Philadelphia  and 
returning  home. 

In  favor  of  the  Honorable  Samuel  Miles,  for  one  hundred  and 
five  pounds  fifteen  shillings,  in  full  for  attendance,  in  Council  from 
the  2nd  of  July  to  the  21st  of  December. 

In  favor  of  the  Honorable  Amos  Gregg,  for  one  hundred  and 
sixteen   pounds   fifteen  shillings,  in  full   for   attendance  in  Coun- 
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cil  from  the  16th  of  June  to  the  21st  of  December,  deducting 
three  days  absence. 

In  favor  of  the  Honorable  James  Read,  for  twenty-eight  pounds 
six  shillings,  in  full  for  attendance  in  Council  from  the  2d  to  the 
22d  September,  and  from  the  29th  of  September  to  the  11th  of 
October,  inclusive,  and  mileage  from  Reading  and  returning. 

In  favor  of  the  Honorable  Henry  Taylor,  for  forty-four  pounds 
ten  shillings,  for  attendance  in  Council  from  the  14th  of  Novem- 
ber to  the  21st  of  December,  and  mileage  coining  to  Philadelphia 
and  returning  home. 

In  favor  of  the  Honorable  Nathaniel  Breading,  for  fifty  six 
pounds  five  shillings,  in  full  for  attendance  in  Council  from  the 
28th  of  October  to  the  21st  of  December,  and  mileage  coming  to 
Philadelphia  and  returning  home, 

In  favor  of  the  Honorable  Benjamin  Elliott,  for  twenty-seven 
pounds  five  shillings,  in  full  for  attendance  in  Council  from  the  30th 
of  November  to  the  21st  of  December,  and  mileage  coming  to  Phil- 
adelphia and  returning  home. 

In  favor  of  the  Honorable  John  Wilkins,  Esquire,  for  the  sum 
of  thirty-one  pounds  five  shillings,  in  full  for  his  attendance  in 
Council  from  the  22d  of  November  until  the  2 1st  of  December, 
(deducting  ten  days  absence,)  and  his  mileage  coming  to  Philadel- 
phia and  returning. 

In  favor  of  the  Honorable  James  Martin,  Esquire,  for  thirty- 
seven  pounds,  sixteen  shillings,  in  full  for  his  attendance  in  Coun- 
cil from  the  15th  of  November  to  the  21st  of  December,  1790, 
and  mileage  comkSg  to  Philadelphia  and  returning  home. 

In  favour  of  the  Honorable  Zebulon  Potts,  for  forty -three  pounds 
ten  shillings,  in  full  for  attendance  in  Council  from  the  26th  of 
October  to  the  21st  of  December,  1790,  and  his  mileage  coming  to 
Philadelphia  and  returning  home. 

In  favour  of  William  Bradford,  Jun'r,  Esquire,  for  the  sum  of  sev- 
enty five  pounds,  being  an  allowance  to  him,  in  full  for  his  services  in 
the  several  actions  at  law  in  which  he  has  been  engaged,  in  behalf 
of  the  Commonwealth,  at  divers  times. 

In  favour  of  the  Honorable  Thomas  McKean,  Esquire,  for  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds,  being  one  quarter's  salary 
Chief  Justice  of  the  State,  ending  the  25th  of  December,  1790. 

In  favor  of  the  Honorable  George  Bryan,  Esquire,  for  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  pounds,  being  one  quarter's  salary  as  one  of  the 
Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  due  and  ending  on  the  25th  of  De- 
cember, 1790. 

In  favor  of  the  Honorable  William  Augustus  Atlee,  Esquire,  for 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds,  beiugone  quarter's  salary, 
due  and  ending  the  25th  of  December,  1790. 

In  favor  of  the  Honorable  Jacob  Rush,  Esquire,  for  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  fiity  pounds,  being  one  quarter's  salary  as  one 
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of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State,  due  on  the  18th 
of  December,  1790. 

Iu  favor  of  William  Hassal,  for  the  sum  of  fifty  pounds,  towards 
defraying  the  expences  of  the  Cornplanter  and  his  companions, 
Chiefs  and  Warriors  of  the  Seneca  Nation  of  Indians  who  are  now 
in  this  city,  for  which  sum  of  fifty  pounds  the  said  William  Hassal- 
is  to  be  accountable. 

In  favor  of  David  Rittenhouse,  Esquire,  for  the  sum  of  five  thou- 
sand four  hundred  and  thirty-eight  pounds  six  shillings,  being  a 
ballanco  due  to  him  upon  his  accouut  as  late  Treasurer  of  the 
State  until  November,  1789,  as  settled  by  the  Comptroller  and  Re- 
gister General  on  the  17th  of  this  month. 

In  favor  of  the  Honorable  William  Wilson,  Esquire,  for  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  forty-nine  pounds  eight  shillings  and  ten  pence, 
being  in  full  of  his  account  for  93  days'  services  by  order  of  Coun- 
cil, in  endeavouring  to  apprehend  and  secure  the  Walkers  and 
Doyle,  and  in  attending  the  treaty  with  the  Indians,  and  for  cash 
paid  for  sundry  Indian  expences,  according  to  the  Comptroller  and 
Register  General's  reports. 

Upon  the  petitions  of  James  Brown,  confined  in  the  jail  of 
this  city,  and  sentenced  by  a  Court  of  Oyer  and  Terminer  in  July, 
1788,  to  five  years'  hard  labour,  of  William  Stephens  sentenced 
by  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  held  the  6th  of  September  last  to 
a  servitude  of  three  years,  and  a  fine  of  thirty  pounds,  and  a  re- 
commendation in  their  favor  from  the  Inspectors  of  the  jail,  and 
others ;  being  read, 

Resolved,  That  the  petitioners  be  and  they  are  hereby  pardoned. 

Upon  the  petitions  of  William  Armstrong,  Patrick  Cotter,  Mat- 
thew McAnnally,  Patrick  McDermot,  Catherine  Armstrong  and 
Joanna  Holland,  whose  times  of  servitude  are  expired,  being  read, 

Resolved,  That  their  several  fines  be  remitted. 

The  Comptroller  and  Register  General's  reports  of  the  17th  and 
20th  December  inst.,  upon  the  account  of  Timothy  Matlack,  John 
Adlum  and  Samuel  McClay,  Esquires,  Commissioners  appointed 
to  view  the  Western  waters  of  this  State,  and  for  their  pay  as  Com- 
missioners while  employed  in  exploring  the  said  waters,  amounting 
in  the  whole  to  seven  hundred  and  ninety-five  pounds  four  shil- 
lings and  three  pence,  and  upon  which  a  ballance  of  five  hundred 
and  eleven  pounds  nineteen  shillings  appears  to  be  due  them,  was 
read  and  approved. 

Council  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the  claim  of  Charles 
Cecil,  to  the  four-sixths  part  of  lot  No.  104  in  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia, appurtenant  to  John  Brothers'  original  purchase  of  250 
acres  of  land  from  William  Penn,  Esquire,  and  the  opinion  of  the 
Attorney  General  upon  the  said  claim  being  also  considered,  and 
it  appearing  that  in  pursuance  of  a  warrant  from  the  late  Proprie- 
tors dated  the  26th  of  April,  1762,  there  was  surveyed  to  Richard 
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Peters  a  lot  of  ground  marked  in  the  general  plan  of  the  city  No. 
105,  in  lieu  of  the  lot  which  was  appurtenant  to  the  said  purchase, 
and  that  the  claim  under  the  purchase  aforesaid  is  satisfied  so  far  as 
respects  the  city  lot;  it  was,  thereupon, 
Resolved,  To  dismiss  the  said  claim.
